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pleted  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence  as  rapidly  as 
such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets,  or  as  Councils 
may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus  pushed,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon 
the  streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of 
the  said  railway,  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  com- 
pany constructed  therein,  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all 
times  hereafter  keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair  when 
directed  to  do  so  by  the  Depaptment  of  Public  Works,  so  long 
as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive  power  system  shall 
be  maintained  on  such  streets. 

That  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars  over  their 
entire  line,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes,  between 
the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  inter- 
vals not  exceeding  ten  minutes,  at  all  other  hours  of  the  day, 
excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A,  M., 
when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to 
be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line 
shall  not  exceed  5  cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between 
midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  10 
cents.  Provided,  That  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid

Mr.  Hawkes  presented  the  following : 

I  vote  NO,  and  ask  leave  to  file  the  following  reasons  for  so 
voting : 

Statement  of  Facts. 

1.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  held 
January  12,  1892,  a  communication  from  the  17th  Section 
was  presented,  stating  that  Miss  Sherry  had  been  elected 
Supervising  Principal  of  the  John  Moffet  Combined  Grammar 
and  Primary  School.  The  communication  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Grammar,  Secondary  and  Primary  Schools. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  February  9,  1892,  the  Committee  on 
Grammar,  Secondary  and  Primary  Schools  reported  against 
the  confirmation  of  Miss  Sherry,  for  the  reason  that  male 
teachers  only  were  eligible  to  the  principalship  to  which  she 
had  been  elected  by  the  Sectional  Board. 

This  report  was  adopted  by  the  Board,  and  Miss  Sherry 
was  not  confirmed. 

It  was  ascertained,  also,  that  Miss  Sherry  did  not  have  a 
valid  certificate  of  five  years  approved  experience  as  a  teacher 
in  public  schools  from  the  Superiiitendent  ot  Schools,  re- 
quired by  the  laws  of  the  Board. 

3.  At  the  meeting  of  March  8,  1892,  what  had  been  the 
Moffet  Combined  School  was  organized  into  three  separate 
schools,  a  Grammar  School  for' boys,  a  Grammar  School  for 
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girls,  and  a  Primary  School  for  girls  and  boys,  to  date  from 
March  21,  1892.  The  effect  of  this  legislation  was  to  do 
away  with  the  position  of  Supervising  Principal  to  which 
Miss  Sherry  had  been  elected  by  the  Sectional  Board. 

4.  Application  was  made  by  Miss  Sherry  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  No.  1,  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  for  a 
peremptory  mandamus  to  compel  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation to  certify  her  election  as  Supervising  Principal  of  a 
Combined  School  in  the  17th  Section.  The  Court,  June  18, 
1892,  declined  to  issue  the  writ,  and  upon  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  the  order  of  the  lower  Court  was  affirmed. 

Even  though  it  had  been  said  by  the  Court  that  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  had  erred  in  refusing  to  certify  the 
election  of  Miss  Sherry,  such  judgment  of  the  Court  would 
put  her  in  place  to  March  21,  1892,  only,  for  after  that  date 
there  did  not  exist  the  position  of  Supervising  Principal  for 
her,  or  any  one  else,  to  fill.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  pay- 
ment proposed  by  Councils  would  be  to  May  1,  1893,  a  period 
of  more  than  a  year  subsequent  to  the  date  at  which  the 
position  ceased  to  exist. 

City  Councils  by  ordinance  direct  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  to  draw  a  warrant  for  $2,841,  to  pay  Miss  Sherry 
for  services  performed  as  teacher  in  the  Public  Schools  during 
the  year  of  1892,  and  the  months  of  January,  February, 
March  and  April  of  1893.  During  the  time  here  specified 
Miss  Sherry  was  not  a  qualified,  lawful  or  recognized  teacher 
in  any  of  thf;  public  schools  of  this  city.  The  law  of  the 
State  authorizes  and  requires  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
to  institute  at  its  discretion  all  requisite  test  of  fitness  or 
qualification  of  applicants  for  the  various  teaching  positions 
in  schools  under  their  charge,  and  declares  that  only  those 
who  comply  with  these  conditions  shall  become  teachers  in 
the  schools.  The  law  makes  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
the  sole  judges  of  the  qualifications  of  the  teachers  in  the 
various  positions  in  the  schools.  Miss  Sherry  made  appli- 
cation in  1892  for  a  certain  position  as  teacher  in  the  Sev- 
enteenth Section  under  the  local  Board  of  the  section. 
She  was  declared  to  be  without  the  requisite  qualifications, 
and  was  not  admitted  to  teach.  The  act  of  selection  or 
election  by  a  local  Board  does  not  induct  to  the  office  or 
functions  of  a  teacher,  but  presents  the  candidate  to  meet  the 
test  of  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education. 
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The  concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  with 
the  local  Board  is  required  to  effect  the  complete  or  valid 
election  of  the  teacher.  Even  a  prima  facie  case  is  not  made 
for  Miss  Sherry  any  more  than  for  a  candidate  nominated  by 
an  executive  and  not  confirmed  by  the  Senate  or  elected  by 
one  branch  of  the  Legislature  without  the  concurrence  of  the 
other.  Miss  Sherry's  claims  to  recognition  as  a  teacher,  in 
the  case  in  question,  have  been  decided  by  the  Courts  to  be 
untenable,  and  a  further  appeal  to  the  State  Supreme  Court 
elicited  only  a  confirmation  of  the  decision  that  she  had  no 
standing  as  a  teacher.  It  follows  that  Miss  Sherry  not  being 
in  the  service  of  the  city  as  an  authorized  and  recognized 
teacher,  she  could  have  no  claim  upon  the  fund  confided  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  for  the  payment  of  the  sala- 
ries of  teachers.  Had  Miss  Sherry  a  fair  or  valid  claim  to 
recognition  and  compensation  as  a  teacher,  her  way  would  be 
clear  by  mandamus  upon  the  City  to  enforce  payment.  This 
she  has  for  good  reasons  refrained  from  doing.  To  draw  this 
warrant  the  Board  of  Public  Education  must  practically  re- 
verse itself,  or  set  aside  its  own  rules,  disregard  the  provision 
of  Acts  of  Assembly  for  qualifications  of  teachers,  and  the 
decisions  of  the  Courts  in  this  particular  case.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  assumed  that  Councils  practically  make  this 
appropriation  and  pay  Miss  Sherry  the  amount  in  question, 
then  it  is  clear  that  Councils  assume  the  functions  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education,  pass  upon  the  claims  of  and  con- 
stitute a  teacher  foreign  to  the  policy  of  the  Board,  and  pro- 
vide for  her  a  specific  salary  at  their  discretion,  and  solely 
upon  their  own  responsibility,  making  the  Board  simply  a 
vehicle  for  transmission. 

As  to  any  alleged  service  performed  by  Miss  Sherry  as  a 
teacher,  the  facts  are  these :  the  local  Board  of  the  Seven- 
teenth Section  proposed  Miss  Sherry  for  a  Supervising  Prin- 
cipal of  a  Combined  School.  The  Board  was  well  aware  that 
she  could  not  legally  enter  upon  the  duties  proposed  in  ad- 
vance of  examination  as  to  her  qualifications  and  fitness  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  and  a  report  thereon.  Yet 
after  an  adverse  report  they  insisted  upon  encouraginor  her 
in  assuming  to  hold  the  disputed  position  in  defiance  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education.  And  this  carried  the  matter  to 
the  Court  with  a  result  which  is  well  known.  Failing  to 
coerce  the  Board  of  Public  Education  through  the  Courts, 
they  next  turn  to  Councils  and  invoke  their  interposition  to 
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require  the  Board  of  Public  Education  to  submit  to  the  rati- 
fication of  the  irreguhxr  and  injurious  demands  which  are  re- 
sponsible for  this  controversy. 

Copy  of  Item  of  Ordinance. 

Item  56.  To  pay  Margaret  T.  Sherry  the  amount  of  saLiry 
in  dispute,  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one  (2,841) 
dollars  :  Provided.,  That  no  part  of  Items  15  and  55  of  this 
appropriation  shall  be  available  until  a  warrant  be  first  drawn 
and  signed  in  proper  legal  manner  for  the  amount  of  this  item 
and  sent  to  the  City  Controller  for  his  approval. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  appropriation  is  for  "  salary  in 
dispute,"  getting  away  from  the  words  of  last  year,  "for  ser- 
vices rendered."  Salary  implies  a  place,  a  position,  an  ofiice 
to  which  it  would  attach.  There  was  no  place,  position  or 
office  for  Miss  Sherry. 

Nor  can  Councils  create  a  supervising  principalship  or  po- 
sition of  teacher  and  fix  a  salary  therefor.  To  make  either  of 
such  positions  is  a  prerogative  of  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
tion alone. 

No  appropriation  by  Councils  to  the  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation can  be  taken  from  the  Board  by  transfer  or  in  any  other 
way. 

Even  a  transfer  from  one  item  to  another  in  this  appropri- 
ation to  the  Board  could  not  be  made,  excepting  at  the  request 
of  the  Board. 

Assuming  that  Miss  Sherry  was  a  teacher.  Councils  cannot 
make  an  appropriation  to  Clerks  of  Councils  for  payment  to 
her.  Appropriations  for  payment  of  teachers  can  be  made  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  only. 

Councils  cannot  make  an  appropriation  to  Miss  Sherry  for 
services  without  stating  the  kind  of  service,  and  to  state  the 
kind  of  service  claimed  to  have  been  rendered  would  be  to  say 
as  a  teacher. 

The  whole  matter  is  one  between  Miss  Sherry  and  the  Boai'd 
of  Public  Education.  It  is  a  contention  with  which  Councils 
have  nothing  to  do. 

Had  the  claim  of  Miss  Sherry  been  well  founded  she  would 
have  proceeded  by  suit,  and  would  have  had  payment  long  ago. 

Councils  should  never  have  been  induced  to  start  the  attempt 
to  force  the  Board  of  Public  Educntion  to  make  wrongful  use  of 
the  City  money.

That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall 
be  so  built  and  directed  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building 
or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  Elevated  Railway  or  Railroad 
on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named. 

That  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall 
be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over 
the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the 
said  "  Railway  Company  "  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in 
the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  security 
approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution 
and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  contract  herein  authorized, 
Avhich  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City,  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  Railway  Company 
shall  default  in  its  agreement.

creation  of  a  Grand  Avenue  or  Boulevard  for  the  People,  It  is 
ordaiyied  and  provided^  That  no  railroad  or  railway  of  any 
kind  or  character  shall  ever  be  permitted  upon  the  Boulevard 
without  the  consent  of  the  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,  first  had 
by  a  popular  vote  to  be  taken  at  one  of  the  regular  elections, 
after  at  least  sixty  days  notice  shall  have  been  given  by  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  that  the  question  will  be  submitted  to  the 
people.  And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  all  heavy  draught 
teams  of  any  kind  or  for  any  purpose,  and  all  omnibuses  or 
vehicles  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  of  a  greater  weight 
than  5,000  pounds,  including  passengers  rated  at  120  pounds 
each,  shall  not  be  permitted  or  licensed  to  run  over  the  central 
roadway  of  the  Park  Boulevard ;  and  in  using  the  side  road- 
ways, any  and  all  of  them  shall  be  restricted  in  such  use  to 
the  actual  necessity  of  carrying  supplies,  stores,  goods,  mate- 
rials or  passengers  to  and  from  any  property  or  properties 
fronting  upon  the  said  Boulevard." 

The  protest  of  Henry  L.  Childs  and  others  was  read. 

Mr.  Hawkes  moved  that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  hour  of  6  o'clock  having  arrived,  the  President  declared

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen 

of  Common  Council, 

During  the  consideration  of  the  ordinance  to  authorize  the 
opening  of  the  Park  Boulevard  very  much  has  been  said  and 
written  upon  both  sides  of  the  case,  so  much  indeed  that  it 
would  be  folly  to  make  an  effort  to  go  over  the  matter  in 
detail. 

Inasmuch  as  many  of  the  statements  which  have  been  made 
either  in  speech  or  publication  are  calculated  to  reflect  upon 
the  credit  and  standing  of  our  City,  and  are  in  many  cases  an 
unjust  and  unwarranted  criticism  of  these  Councils,  I  am  per- 
suaded they  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  unanswered. 

With  your  permission  I  Avould  respectfully  ask  leave  ta 
present  for  your  consideration  and  for  the  consideration  of 
all  who  may  be  interested,  the  following  statements,  as  ex- 
pressing my  views  of  the  several  principal  points  to  which  I 
would  draw  your  attention,  and  ask  leave  to  have  them 
recorded  as  my  reason  for  feeling  constrained  to  vote  for  the 
passage  of  the  ordinance  in  question  notwithstanding  the  veto 
of  his  Honor,  the  Mayor. 

I  offer  these  remarks  not  in  a  spirit  of  opposition  nor  with 
a  desire  to  unduly  or  unnecessarily  criticise  or  blame  any  in- 
dividual or  department,  but  simply  for  the  purpose  of  justify- 
ing our  action  as  members  of  Councils,  and  to  prove  that  w& 
Lave  amply  provided  for  all  the  depai*tments. 
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Boulevard  Ordinance. 

In  relation  to  the  Park  Boulevard  Ordinance,  the  veto  of 
which  is  now  before  you,  I  would  say,  I  believe  all  objections 
to  this  measure  are  covered  by  the  following : 

First.  The  oft  repeated  story  that  the  ordinance  was  not 
properly  considered — that  it  was  a  species  of  hasty  legislation. 

Second.     That  the  measure  was  one  of  such  vast  import- 
ance that  it  should  be  submitted  first  to  a  vote  of  the  people     t" 
for  their  determination. 

Third.  That  the  ordinance  in  question  does  not  carry 
with  it  an  appropriation,  hence  all  the  expense  must  be  met 
by  issuance  of  mandamus  executions,  and  the  mandamus  is  an 
evil  that  must  be  checked. 

FouHh.  That  there  is  no  demand  or  need  for  such  an 
avenue  as  proposed. 

Fifth.  That  there  are  many  other  public  works  needed 
before  we  should  have  a  Boulevard. 

Sixth.  That  the  finances  of  the  City  do  not  justify  such  an 
expenditure  at  this  time. 

Let  us  consider  these  questions  in  regular  order. 

First,  as  to  Hasty  Legislation,  etc. 

This  objection  is  fully  met  by  an  examination  of  the  records 
of  Councils,  and  I  venture  to  say  it  will  be  difiicult  to  find  an 
instance  where  any  measure  was  more  carefully,  thoroughly, 
patiently  and  fully  considered,  the  subject  matter  having  been 
twice  before  the  Survey  Committee,  twice  before  the  Board  of 
Surveyors,  considered  by  the  Highway  Committee,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  carefully  studied  by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
and  Department  of  Fublic  Works,  and  strongly  recommended 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  thoroughly  discussed  during 
five  sessions  of  Select  and  Common  Councils,  and  the  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  covering  a  period  of  more  than  three 
years  from  June  11,  1891,  the  date  of  the  introduction  of  the 
original  ordinance  to  place  upon  the  plans  of  the  City,  and 
June  22,  1894,  the  day  of  the  final  passage  by  Select  Council 
of  the  ordinance  to  open. 
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Second^  as  to  the  Popular  Vote. 

With  due  regard  and  respect  to  the  judgment  of  our  fellow- 
citizens,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  to  investigate  and  determine 
just  such  questions  is  orie  of  the  fixed  responsibilities  of  mem- 
bers of  Councils.  The  average  citizen  has  neither  the  time, 
inclination,  disposition,  or  the  facilities  for  a  careful,  thorough 
or  proper  examination  of  a  great  public  improvement,  such  as 
is  now  before  us.  We,  as  the  chosen  representatives  of  the 
people,  should  assume  our  responsibility  and  determine  the 
policy  of  the  Municipal  Government  in  these  matters.  Let 
me  ask  you.  What  would  have  been  the  fate  of  the  Passenger 
Railway  service  in  1855  or  '56,  if  it  had  been  then  submitted 
to  a  vote  of  the  people  ? 

What  would  have  become  of  the  proposition  to  introduce 
gas  in  the  City  many  years  ago,  if  the  authorities  had  sub- 
mitted the  matter  to  a  vote  of  the  people  ? 

Would  we  have  the  magnificent  Park  we  now  have,  if  the 
proposition  to  create  the  same  had  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of 
the  people,  when  the  grand  extension  of  old  Fairmount  was 
proposed  some  twenty-eight  years  ago  ? 

We  had  a  vote  of  the  people  on  the  location  of  the  Public 
Buildings,  yet  we  have  heard  as  much  unfavorable  criticism 
as  to  their  location,  etc.,  as  though  the  people  had  had  no  say 
in  the  matter. 

Was  not  the  opposition  to  the  introduction  of  Gas,  the 
Passenger  Railway  and  the  Park  very  much  like  the  oppo- 
sition to  the  Park  Boulevard,  and  is  it  not  all  very  much  like 
the  opposition  to  the  "Trolley  Railways?" — a  bitter  and 
persistent  opposition — a  continuous  running  fight  until  the 
legislation  was  completed  and  some  lines  built;  and  today, 
What  have  we?  The  companies  cannot  construct  and  put 
into  operation  fast  enough  the  several  Trolley  Railways 
authorized. 

With  all  respect  for  the  judgment  of  others  we  should  assume 
the  duties  of  our  office  and  accept  its  responsibilities. 

Third — JVo  Appropriation — Mandamus,  etc. 

In  this  I  can  see  no  objection  at  all ;  there  is  no  difference 
between  the  character  of  this  legislation  and  hundreds  of 
other  bills  which   Councils  have  passed  and  the  Mayor  has 
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signed  during  1891-92-93  and  1891.  An  examination  of 
the  records  of  ordinances  passed  and  approved  during  these 
four  years  will  show  that  hundreds  ot  ordinances  of  this 
character  have  become  laws,  and  in  none  of  these  cases  does 
the  ordinance  carry  an  appropriation  with  it,  but  it  was  known 
at  the  time  and  understood  in  nearly  all  if  not  in  all  these 
cases  that  the  expense  would  be  met  by  mandamus  proceed- 
ings, which  is  and  has  for  years  been  recognized  as  a  proper 
and  legal  proceeding. 

Among  these  many  bills  may  be  instanced,  ordinances  to 
authorize  the  taking  of  ground  for  11  public  parks  and  squares, 
for  the  condemnation  of  property  in  9  cases  for  public  schools, 
six  ordinances  to  authorize  the  widening  of  streets,  ordinances 
to  authorize  the  revision  of  lines  and  grades  in  75  cases,  and 
ordinances  to  authorize  the  opening  of  324  new  streets  and 
avenues,  and  others  to  authorize  the  taking  of  ground  for  new 
water  reservoirs. 

In  many  of  these  cases  the  damages  for  land  and  property 
taken  will  be  very  great  and  in  the  aggregate  will  be  vastly 
more  than  the  cost  of  the  proposed  Boulevard. 

Important  among  these  many  cases  are  some  of  the  Public 
Parks  which  have  and  which  will  cost  from  $85,000,  $125,000 
up  to  $200,000  each. 

The  site  for  "  Queen  Lane  Reservoir  "  will  in  all  prob- 
ability cost  some  $750,000  or  more. 

The  widening  cf  Richmond  street,  extension  of  Girard 
avenue  and  widening  of  Norris  and  other  streets  in  the  pro- 
posed revision  near  Cramp's  ship-vards,  will  perhaps  cost 
the  City  not  loss  than  $500,000. 

And  in  the  case  of  the  revisions  of  lines  and  grades,  the 
widening  of  streets,  etc.,  some  of  them  being  very  extensive, 
we  cannot  even  estimate  the  possible  damages  and  will  not 
know  until  after  the  juries  have  assessed,  the  courts  confirmed 
the  awards,  and  the  mandamus  executions  have  been  issued. 

Fourth — That  no  such  avenue  is  needed,  etc. 

To  this  objection  we  might  reply  by  saying  the  same 
thing  of  any  other  municipal  improvement.  But  it  depends 
upon  which  standpoint  we  view  from.  There  are  many 
citizens  who  object  to  the  construction  of  a  sewer,  the  laying 
of  water  pipe,  the  paving  of  a  street,  etc.     Some  will  object 
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to  the  widening  of  streets  on  the  ground  that  streets  that  have 
answered  the  purpose  of  the  community  for  the  past  100  or 
more  years  do  not  need  widening. 

The  people  of  West  Philadelphia  have  Fifty-second  street 
100  feet  wide,  Belmont  avenue  100  feet  wide,  Thirty- 
fourth  street  70  feet  wide.  The  people  of  North  Philadelphia, 
Spring  Garden  street  120  feet  wide,  Fairmount  avenue  80 
feet  wide,  Girard  avenue  80  feet  wide,  Columbia  avenue  60 
feet  wide,  Diamond  street  70  feet  wide  and  Lehigh  avenue 
120  feet  wide,  all  leading  direct  to  the  Park.  While  the 
450,000  people  residing  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
and  south  of  Vine  street  have  not  a  single  broad  avenue  direct 
to  the  Park. 

In  the  heart  of  the  City  we  have  the  New  City  Hall,  the 
Masonic  Temple,  the  new  Odd  Fellows'  Temple,  the  Union 
League,  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Manufacturers  Club, 
the  American  Academy  of  Music,  many  of  our  leading  hotels, 
churches  and  theatres,  and  in  addition  to  all  these  we  have 
the  two  magnificent  railway  terminals,  "  Broad  Street  Sta- 
tion "  and  the  "'Reading  Terminal,"  which  together  handle 
30,000,000  of  passengers  per  year.  Does  it  not  follow  that 
with  all  this  traffic  and  the  concentration  of  all  public  and 
court  business  at  Broad  and  Market  streets  that  additional  ave- 
nues must  be  provided  ? 

And  then  it  would  seem  to  me  to  be  part  of  wisdom  upon 
the  part  of  the  City,  to  proceed  with  such  public  works 
as  shall  add  to  the  convenience,  comfort,  happiness  and  pleas- 
ure of  our  own  citizens  and  make  our  City  so  very  attractive 
and  beautiful  that  the  stranger  when  he  does  drop  in  to  see  us 
shall  conclude  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  a  good  place 
to  stay  in. 

Fifth — That  there  are  Many  Other  Improvements 
Needed,  etc. 

To  this  there  is  a  full  and  complete  answer  in  the  fact  that 
Councils  have  been  so  liberal  in  their  appropriation  to  the 
several  departments  for  permanent  improvements,  extensions 
and  betterments  that  our  liberality  verges  upon  profligacy,  and 
the  departments  do  not  appear  to  be  able  to  expend  within  the 
year  the  vast  sums  which  have  been  placed  at  their  disposal, 
and  as  this  so  nearly  relates  to  the  last  objection,  the 
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Sixth — That  the  finances  of  the  City  do  not  justify  such  an 
expenditure  at  this  time. 

Let  me  here  consider  the  subject  matter  of  these  two 
objections  together,  and  in  doing  so,  believe,  I  can  fully 
demonstrate  my  claim  that  "  The  criticisms  of  many  reflect 
upon  the  credit  of  our  City  ;  "  "In  many  cases  it  is  an  un- 
just and  unwarranted  criticism  of  Councils  ;  "  "  That  our  care 
of  the  departments  in  the  matter  of  appropriations  for  per- 
manent improvements,  extensions,  etc.,  has  been  liberal,"  and 
that  the  departments  do  not  appear  to  be  able  to  spend  the 
money  we  give  them  each  year. 

In  support  of  these  statements  and  claims  let  me  here  pre- 
sent for  your  consideration  the  following  comparison  of  the 
condition  of  affairs  in  1893  as  compared  with  the  year  1877, 
showing  the  vast  growth  of  sixteen  years.

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This  will  prove  conclusively  that  while  the  population  has 
increased  50  per  cent,  the  tax  assessment  has  only  advanced 
about  24  per  cent.,  yet  the  tax  rate  has  been  reduced  nearly 
20  per  cent.,  and  that  while  800,000  people  in  1877  paid  in 
taxes  nearly  $12,000,000,  in  1893  1,200,000  people  paid  only 
$13,500,000,  so  that  in  the  latter  year  the  per  capita  tax  was 
$3.40  less  than  in  the  former  year. 

Then  examine  the  following  table,  compare  the  total  receipts, 
total  payments,  cost  of  departments,  etc.,  etc.,  and  you  will 
ascertain  that  in  each  successive  period  the  departments  have 
received  not  only  larger  amounts,  but  a  much  larger  per 
centage  of  the  total :

While  taxation  has  proportionately  lessened,  the  growth  of 
our  City  has  been  such  that  we  spend  upon  our  departments 
three  times  as  much  as  they  cost  seventeen  years  ago. 

The  Keystone  Bank,  Spring  Garden  Bank  and  the  City 
Treasury  troubles  came  upon  the  City  without  warning,  mil- 
lions of  money  was  tied  up,  and  no  one  could  tell  for  how  long, 
yet  the  City  government  moved  along  with  hardly  a  ripple.  The 
aifair  has  been  settled  and  no  man  can  say  that  it  has  crippled

Column  No.  1  shows  the  aggregate  of  tlie  appropriations  in  each  period. 

Coliiiuu  No.  2  shows  the  lawful  obligations  which  includes  interest  on 
loans.  Slate  tax  on  loans,  the  amount  of  loans  falling  due,  Sinking  Fund 
charges  towards  the  redemption  of  maturing  loans;  the  amount  set  aside 
for  mandamus  executions  and  the  amount  deducted  for  any  estimated 
delicit. 

Column  No.  3  shows  the  amount  merging  and  not  merging  at  the  end  of 
each  year,  which  represents  the  amount  of  ihe  year's  appropriations  which 
have  not  been  expended  witliin  the  year,  whether  under  contract  or  not. 

Column  No.  4  .shows  the  total  cash  payments  made  within  the  year, 
representing  only  the  actual  cash  paid  out. 

Column  No.  5  shows  the  balance  of  cash  in  the  Trcisury  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

Column  No.  6  shows  the  warrants  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller. 

Column  No.  7  shows  the  warrants  which,  while  countersigned,  were  not 
presented  for  payment  at  or  before  the  en  1  of  the  year. 

Column  Kg.  8  shows  the  amount  of  warrants  of  previous  years  paid  by 
the  City  Treasurer. 

Column  No.  9  shows  the  actual  amount  of  money  paid  by  the  City 
Treasurer  on  account  of  mandamus  executions. 

Column  No.  10  sliows  the  net  department  expenses  during  each  period 
and  the  yearly  average. 

.\ — .\  careful  study  of  this  table  will  show  conclusively  that  during  the 
period  of  twelve  years  covered  by  the  table,  while  the  tax  rate  h,is  been 
maintained  at  $1.85  on  the  hundred,  the  annual  appropriations  have  in- 
creased from  $15,066,198.57  in  1SS3  to  5io9,S53,668.70  in  1S94,  being  an 
increase  in  eleven  years  of  nearly  155  per  cent,  while  during  the  same 
period  the  lawful  obligations  of  the  City,  as  shown  in  column  No.  2,  have 
only  increased  $612,115.36,  about  12  per  cent. 

B — It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  from  1SS3  to  1SS6,  inclusive,  the 
average  amount  of  money  which  annually  went  over  unexpended  was 
$1,297,511.S3,  while  during  the  three  year's  1S91  to  1S93,  inclusive,  the 
average  annual  amount  miexpended  was  $3,313,653.18,  the  last  year  of  the 
three,  vii. ;  1S93,  being  $3,9^6,181.50,  and,  beycnd  doubt,  at  the" end  of  the 


current  year  1894,  the  amount  which  will  remain  unexpended  will  greatly 
exceed  tive  millions  of  dollars,  without  considering  the  Reading  Subway 
of  16,000,000,  in  all  some  $11,000,000. 

C — .\s  has  been  stated,  column  No.  3  showing  the  amount  of  money 
merging  and  not  merging  (which  means  the  amount  of  the  year's  appro- 
priations which  the  departments  could  not  expend  within  the  current 
year),  it  will  add  additional  interest  to  those  who  study  this  talde  to  ex- 
amine a  little  further  into  the  details. 

D—The  burden  rf  the  ar(/iimenl  of  llial  class  <•/  ciUzens  who  so  stronijlij 
opyme  the  opening  of  the  Park  BotiUranl  (and  I  may  say  the  same  class  of 
citizen  vilto  heretofore  have  bitterly  ofipnsed  till  such  enterprises),  has  been  the. 
want  of  improved  school  accommodations,  a  betler  water  supply,  a  belter  seuerai/e 
system  and  a  general  impromneni  of  highuays  (improred  paremenis),  yet  by  a 
reference  to  tlie  year  1893  above,  «n  examination  of  the  City  Controller's  report 
will  show  (««  surpriainy  as  it  may  seem)  that  of  the  total  sum  of  $3,986,181.50 
which  remained  unexpended  at  ihe  end  of  the  year,  $3,315,500  was  divided 
among  four  of  Ihe  bureaus  oi'  departments,  as  follows:

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the  City  financially  or  caused  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 
On  the  other  hand  the  Mayor  of  our  City  has  placed  3  and 
3^  per  cent,  loans  at  a  premium  quite  recently. 

Without  going  into  the  effect  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  as  to  the  right  and  power  of  the  City  to  borrow  money 
or  as  to  how  much  we  have  the  right  to  borrow,  we  will  for 
the  sake  of  being  within  bounds  accept  the  limit  of  $5,000,000 
as  being  all  the  City  can  now  borrow  without  a  vote  of  the 
people,  or  if  you  please  let  us  not  consider  this  side  of  the  case 
at  all  but  confine  the  examination  to  appropriations  already 
made  and  see  what  has  been  accomplished  and  learn  if  it  be 
so,  "  That  we  are  giving  the  departments  more  than  they  can 
spend,"  and  if  we  find  this  to  be  the  case  had  we  not  better 
consider  the  advisability  of  economizing  by  cutting  down 
department  appropriations,  or  at  least  attempt  to  find  out 
where  the  weak  points  are. 

The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  our  City  finances  du- 
ring the  past  sixteen  years  has  been  so  marked  that  it  does  not 
require  any  argument  to  prove  this  fact. 

It  is  worth  while  remembering,  however,  that  notwithstand- 
ing the  great  increase  in  our  appropriations  to  the  departments 
year  by  year,  the  burden  of  our  indebtedness  has  been  cut 
down  from  about  |86,000,000  in  1877  to  about  $54,000,000 
in  1893,  a  decrease  of  about  $32,000,000  ;  effecting  a  saving 
in  interest  chaiges  alone  of  from  $1,600,000  to  $1,980,000 
per  year,  and  probably  more  nearly  the  latter  sum.  This  ex- 
hibits the  strong  point  of  difference  between  the  old  system, 
when  we  had  nearly  $12,500,000  in  outstanding  warrants 
(the  floating  debt),  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent.,  and  the 
present  method  of  doing  business,  of  not,  issuing  warrants  and 
of  not  doing  work  unless  the  cash  is  in  the  Treasury  to  meet 
the  expenses  incurred. 

I  now  present  for  your  consideration  a  table  compiled  from 
the  annual  reports  of  the  City  Controller,  divided  into  periods 
of  four  years  each  and  embracing  the  following :  First  period, 
years  1891  to  1894,  inclusive;  second  period,  years  1887  to 
1890,  inclusive;  third  period,  1883  to  1886,  inclusive;  the 
whole  showing  in  each  period  the  aggregate  of  each  item 
specified  and  the  yearly  average  amount. 

The  foregoing  table  in  a  general  way  shows  in  comparison 
the  wonderful  strides  made  by  the  City  in  the  aggregate.  I 
would  especially  direct  your  attention  to  a  careful  examina- 
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tion  of  columns  Nos.  1,  3  and  10,  and  to  notes  A,  B,  C  and  D 
at  the  bottom  of  the  table. 

I  am  sure  a  careful  review  will  convince  any  one  of  the 
fact  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  in  a  better  condition 
financially  than  any  other  large  City  we  know  of. 

Having  considered  the  finances  of  the  City  in  a  general 
way  so  far  as  they  relate  to  receipts  and  appropriations,  let 
me  now  direct  your  attention  somcAvhat  more  in  detail  to  the 
matter  of  permanent  improvements,  extensions  and  better- 
ments. 

Taking  up  the  Bureaus  of  Highways,  Surveys,  Water  and 
Gas,  and  the  Department  of  Education,  I  think  there  will  be 
little  trouble  in  proving  to  you  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
very  liberal  in  our  appropriation,  and  that  we  have  in  no  case 
permitted  the  Bureaus  to  suffer.

And  of  this  total  of  $53,700,000,  the  sum  of  $33,700,000 
was  given  in  the  past  four  years,  as  against  the  total  of 
$20,000,000  for  the  preceeding  eight  years. 

While  it  is  conceded  on  all  sides  that  our  highways  are 
rapidly  being  brought  into  better  condition,  that  our  sewerage 
and  underground  drainage  is  much  improved,  we  can  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  the  appropriation  of  nearly  $15,000,000 
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to  the  Bureaus  of  Highways  and  Surveys  during  the  past 
four  years,  and  the  work  following  the  construction  of  "  Trolley 
Railways,"  is  rapidly  improving  the  condition  of  our  streets. 

Bureau  of  Highways. 

In  this  Bureau  the  appropriations  have,  during  the  past 
twelve  years,  amounted  to  over  ten  and  a  half  million  of 
dollars  for  permanent  improvements,  extensions  and  new 
work ;  of  this  total  there  has  been  given  to  the  Bureau  during 
the  years  1891  to  1894,  inclusive,  nearly  $5,500,000,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  during  the  years  1893  and  1894 
the  several  railway  companies  will  have  spent  in  improving 
the  streets  covered  by  the  trolley  lines  at  least  $3,000,000, 
thus  making  not  less  than  $8,500,000  which  will  have  been 
expended  in  improving  our  highways  during  the  present 
administration,  and  finally,  under  the  direction  of  this 
Bureau  the  great  work  of  the  "  Reading  Subway  "  will  be 
carried  foward,  by  which  the  tracks  of  this  company  will  be 
depressed  and  all  the  grade  crossings  now  existing  on  the 
line  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  will  have  been  abolished.  For 
this  great  work  the  sum  of  $6,000,000  has  already  been  pro- 
vided, and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  work  will  be 
completed. 

Bureau  of  Surveys. 

In  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  great  advancements  have  been 
made,  particularly  in  the  construction  of  main  and  branch 
sewers,  new  bridges,  and  in  the  abolishment  of  grade  cross- 
ings. 

The  appropriations  for  this  class  of  work  during  the  past 
twelve  years  having  been  nearly  $15,000,000,  of  which  more 
than  $9,000,000  has  been  given  for  the  years  1891  to  1894, 
inclusive. 

Bureau  of  Gf-as. 

This  Bureau  did  not  come  directly  under  control  of  the 
city  as  one  of  the  departments  until  during  the  term  of  Mayor 
Fitler,  and  it  was  only  completely  organized  as  one  of  the 
Bureaus  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  after  the  first 
of  April,  1*^87.  During  the  year  1886,  the  last  year  of  the 
operation  of  the  works  under  the  Trustees,  the  total  output  of 
gas  was  2,946,407,000  cubic  feet,  which  has  increased  each 
22 
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year  since  until  in  1893  the  total  output  was  3,803,316,000 
cubic  feet,  being  an  increase  in  seven  years  of  nearly 
900,000,000  cubic  feet. 

Immediately  upon  taking  charge  of  the  works  certain 
reforms  and  economies  were  instituted,  with  the  result  of 
reducing  the  cost  of  putting  gas  in  the  holders  from  70  cents  per 
1,000  cubic  feet  in  1886  to  67  cents  in  1887,  and  66  cents  in 
1888,  and  in  1893  I  am  told  it  was  less  than  60  cents  per 
1,000  cubic  feet.  In  January  of  1889  work  was  commenced 
under  the  contract  with  the  "  Philadelphia  Gas  Improvement 
Co.,"  and  has  since  continued.  Under  this  contract  the  total 
output  of  the  works  was  materially  increased  at  cost  of  only 
37  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet  for  the  gas  put  in  city  holders. 

In  addition  to  this  practical  enlargement  of  our  plant  we 
have  given  the  Bureau  of  Gas  for  improvement,  extension, 
etc.,  during  the  years  1887  to  1894,  inclusive,  the  sum  of 
nearly  |3, 000,000.  When  we  consider  the  output  of  our 
works  in  1888  by  the  old  process  was  a  total  of  3,209,874,000 
cubic  feet,  and  the  output  of  the  new  water  gas  plant  in 
1893  was  a  total  of  1,464,197,000  cubic  feet,  which,  together, 
would  indicate  an  ability  to  produce  by  the  two  plants  nearly 
4,700,000,000  cubic  feet,  and  taking  into  consideration  the 
before-mentioned  fact  that  we  have  given  the  sum  of  nearly 
$3,000,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  old  plant,  and  the 
distribution  service,  we  may  well  ask  why  should  not  the 
Bureau  be  able  to  meet  all  demands  ?  Why  can  we  not  pro- 
duce and  furnish  all  the  gas  that  may  be  required  at  f  1.00 
per  1,000  cubic  feet  and  still  make  money  ? 

The  serious  question  for  our  consideration  in  the  very  near 
future  is  this.  If  it  is  a  good  thing  to  have  one-quarter,  one- 
third,  or  one-half  our  supply  made  for  us  under  contract  at 
37  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  while  it  costs  us  58  or  60  cents 
per  1,000  cubic  feet  to  make  the  balance,  would  it  not  be 
better  to  have  four-fifths,  three-fourths  or  the  entire  supply 
made  for  us  under  contract  at  a  cost  of  37  cents  or  less  per 
1,000  cubic  feet  or  make  an  effort  to  make  our  gas  at  a  cost 
not  exceeding  37  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  Remember  that 
our  gas  put  in  the  holder  for  37  cents  plus  23  cents  for  distri- 
bution and  10  cents  for  loss,  etc.,  will  be  a  total  cost  of  70  cents 
to  the  consumer,  and  that  at  $1.00  per  1,000  cubic  feet  we 
would  net  30  cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  or  some  $750,000 
per  year  on  the  present  sale.  This  can  be  done  and  should 
be  done. 
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Department  of  Education. 

Very  much  has  been  said  as  to  the  needs  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  Councils  have  been  very  severely  criticised  because 
we  have  not  given  the  "  Board  of  Education"  as  much  money 
as  many  people  thought  we  should.  A  careful  examination 
of  the  records  will,  I  think,  prove  conclusively  that  we  have 
given  them  quite  as  much  as  they  could  wisely  or  judiciously 
expend. 

Let  me  direct  your  attention  to  the  following :

And  I  may  here  add  that  during  the  period  from  1883  to 
1894,  both  inclusive,  we  have  given  the  Board  of  Education, 
for  improvements  and  betterments,  the  aggregate  sum  of 
$7,709,411.59,  of  which  nearly  $4,000,000  was  for  the  years 
1891,  1892,  1893,  and  1894. 

On  an  average  of  $70,000  for  each  school  house  of  15  divi- 
sions complete,  $7,000,000  spent  in  10  years  would  provide 
for  100  new  schools  or  1,500  new  divisions,  each  of  which 
would  give  room  for  50  pupils  or  in  all  75,003  pupils,  an 
average  of  7,500  per  year,  while  the  department  reports  in 
10  years  show  an  increase  of  only  17,121  pupils.  Why  is 
this? 

Yet  they  will  tell  us  that  we  have  not  properly  looked  after 
the  interests  of  the  public  schools. 

Bureau  of    Water. 

Last  but  not  the  least  of  the  important  public  work  is  the 
water  supply — the  Bureau  of  Water.  Of  this  Bureau  we 
have  heard  very  much  iri  the  way  of  complaint,  and  very  often 
have  we  read  in  the  public  press  and  listened  to  the  statements 
presented  which  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  there  were 
real  danger  from  a  water  famine.  We  have  heard  and  read 
so  much  about  the  enlargement  of  the  water  supply — "  the 
South  Mountain,"  ''the  Water  Gap,"  "  the  Blue  Mountain," 
"the   Point  Pleasant,"  "the  Perkiomen,"  "the  Schuylkill 
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Navigation  Co.'s  "  project,  and  the  many  other  propositions, 
involving  from  $10,000,000  or  $20,000,000  up  to,  it  has  been 
variously  estimated,  some  $60,000,000,  $80,000,000,  or 
$100,000,000.  We  have  heard  much  as  to  the  reports  of 
Engineers  and  Commissions,  yet  I  am  forced  to  admit  that  we 
have  not  now  before  us,  nor  have  we  ever  had  any  definite  or 
conclusive  report  embodying  a  distinct  and  satisfactory  recom- 
mendation. 

If  my  memory  is  not  at  fault,  it'  has  been  within  the  past 
year  that  we  have  had  a  request  from  the  Mayor  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
some  $5,000  for  the  appointment  of  a  select  commission  of 
three  experts  to  take  up  for  study  and  examination  the  data 
in  the  "Bureau  of  Water,"  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  that 
Bureau  to  formulate  and  present  to  the  Councils  a  definite 
and  conclusive  recommendation  on  this  all  important  subject. 

Now.  notwithstanding  all  this,  let  me  direct  your  attention 
to  what  the  Bureau  has  done — what  it  should  now  be  able  to 
do — as  well  as  to  what  we  have  done  to  aid  in  the  improve- 
ment and  extension  of  this  Bureau. 

First,  let  us  look  to  the  ability  of  the  Bureau  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  public.  To  do  this  let  me  make  a  comparison 
as  between  the  years  1885  and  1893.

By  this  it  would  appear  that  during  the  period  covered, 
while  the  population  had  increased  less  than  25  per  cent.,  the 
daily  per  capita  rate  of  consumption  had  advanced  over  108 
per  cent.  The  daily  average  pumpage  and  the  total  yearly 
pumpage  had  increased  some  159  per  cent. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  demand  for  water  in  our 
City  has  grown  very  rapidly  of  late  years,  due  in  a  great 
measure  to  the  very  general  introduction  of  improved  sanitary 
appliances  ;  but  it  must  be  acknowledged,  when  we  consider 
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the  rate  of  consumption  in  London  at  45  gallons  per  day,  per 
capita  as  compared  with  our  150  gallons  per  day,  it  very 
strongly  persuades  us  to  the  belief  that  there  must  be  also 
great  waste. 

To  ascertain  the  true  conditions,  and  to  apply  a  proper  rem- 
edy to  stop  the  waste,  and  yet  not  curtail  the  proper  use  of 
water,  is  one  of  the  very  important  matters  for  the  Bureau  to 
consider,  and  we  should  enact  such  legislation  as  will  make  it 
possible  to  carry  the  remedy  into  effect. 

In  view  of  this  great  increase — in  response  to  the  great 
demands — what  have  Councils  done  in  the  way  of  improve- 
ments ?  Let  me  here  call  your  attention  to  the  following  table 
which  I  have  prepared  from  figures  obtained  from  the  Bureau 
of  Water. 
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This  table  will  show  just  what  the  Bureau  was  able  to 
pump  December  31,  1885,  what  the  addition  has  been  since, 
and  what  the  addition  will  be  between  this  time  and  December 
31,  1895. 

It  will  prove  that  th^  capacity  to  pump  water  has  been 
increased  during  the  eight  years  108,250,000  gallons  per  day, 
or  nearly  Q6  per  cent.,  while  the  population  has  advanced 
less  than  25  per  cent.,  and  it  will  prove  that  we  will  have, 
when  all  the  new  pumps  are  completed,  an  additional  capacity 
of  110,000,000  gallons  per  day.  That  while  the  per  capita 
capacity  for  1886  was  172  gallons,  for  1893  it  has  been  227 
gallons,  and  for  1895  and  thereafter  it  will  be  over  300  gal- 
lons per  day,  and  that  we  have  furnished  nearly  $800,000 
for  this  new  pumping  machinery,  without  taking  into  consider- 
ation new  stations,  boilers,  pumping  or  distributing  mains,  &c. 

I  have  assumed  of  course  that  the  new  pumping  machinery, 
as  well  as  the  mains  for  pumping  to  and  distributing  from  the 
Queen  Lane  Reservoir,  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  use 
when  the  Reservoir  is  ready,  and  as  we  have  the  assurance  of 
the  Bureau  that  the  Reservoir  is  about  done  and  they  expect 
to  have  it  in  use  by  the  end  of  the  year,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  of  the  City  having  the  benefit  of  this  improvement  next 
year. 

Hayid-in-hand  with  pumpage  goes  the  storage  system. 

This  is  no  less  important  than  the  pumpage,  and  I  here- 
with present  for  your  consideration  another  table  on  the 
storage  reservoirs.

This  table  will  show  what  great  advance  has  been  made  in 
the  ability  of  the  City  to  store  its  water  for  subsidence  and 
distribution.  You  will  see  that  from  a  capacity  of  195,414,- 
200  gallons,  (all  reservoirs  in  service  December  31st,  1885,) 
we  have  advanced  by  the  completion  of  the  East  Park  and  the 
New  Roxborough,  to  a  total  storage  of  over  1,017,000,000 
gallons,  being  an  increase  of  over  400  per  cent,  in  our  ability  to 
store  neater,  and  in  addition  to  all  this  we  have  completed  and 
ready  for  use  the  new  Queen  Lane  Basin,  with  nearly  400,- 
000,000  gallons  capacity,  which  will,  in  the  aggregate,  give 
us  January  1st,  1895,  a  total  capacity  of  over  1,400,000,000 
gallons,  being  an  increase  of  more  than  600  per  cent,  in 
about  nine  years.  We  have  spent  for  this  new  storage  capa- 
city an  aggregate  of  $2,315,731,  which,  with  the  cost  of  new 
pumps,  make  a  total  of  about  $3,100,000  for  these  two  items. 
In  view  of  these  facts,  why  should  we  fear  a  water  famine  ? 

Again  referring  to  the  table  given  above  showing  the  ap- 
propriation for  permanent  improvements,  extensions,  &c., 
let  me  impress  upon  your  mind  that  any  city  which  can 
appropriate  during  a  period  of  some  twelve  years  for  expend- 
ing upon  : 

Highway  improvements $10,586,256  42 

Main  sewers,  branch  sewers,  new  bridges,  &c 14,890,636  42 

Extension  and  improvement  of  water  service 11,584,198  55 

Extension  and  improvement  of  gas  service 2,929,730  31 

New  lots,  buildings  and  improvements — education 7,709,411  59 

Reading  subway — grade  crossings 6,000,000  00 

An  aggregate  of  some 153,700,233  29 

And  this,  without  increasing  the  tax  rate,  is  not  the  slowest 
city  in  this  great  country.  Considering  all  I  have  presented 
to  you,  had  we  not,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  better 
ask  ourselves  the  question,  are  we  not  in  duty  bound  to  econo- 
mize by  reducing  the  annual  appropriations  to  the  several 
departments  ? 

Unless,  we  may  add,  they  prove  better  their  ability  to 
expend  it. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  I  have  in  my  poor  way  sought  to 
answer  all  objections  raised  against  the  "  Park  Boulevard," 
to  disprove  the  unfair  and  unjust  criticism  as  against  these 
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Councils,  to  prove  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  sound  and 
strong  financially,  that  it  is  growing  stronger  day  by  day, 
that  the  burden  of  taxation  is  now  and  has  been  proportion- 
ately lessening  each  year,  yet  we  continue  year  by  year  to  in- 
crease our  appropriations  in  the  aggregate,  and  each  year  give 
to  the  various  departments  a  larger  proportion  of  the  total. 

I  believe  I  have  established  the  fact  that  our  highways  are 
greatly  improved,  that  the  "Bureau  of  Surveys"  has  been 
amply  provided  for,  that  the  work  of  these  Councils  has  been 
all  that  was  necessary  to  enable  the  Bureau  of  Gas  to  meet  all 
demands. 

As  to  the  "  Bureau  of  Water,"  I  feel  that  I  have  already 
established  the  fact  that  these  Councils  have  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Bureau  appropriation,  which  if  properly  utilized, 
should  put  the  works  in  such  condition  that  there  would  not 
be  a  scarcity  of  water  at  any  season  of  the  year. 

The  Department  of  Education,  for  which  Councils  have 
many  times  been  severely  criticised,  is  one  of  the  departments 
to  which,  I  think,  we  have  given  particular  care  and  attention, 
and  I  think  it  has  been  shown  beyond  doubt  that  we  have 
given  the  Board  of  Education  enough  money  to  properly  house 
and  look  after  every  child  in  Philadelphia  desirous  of  attend- 
ing the  schools. 

If  my  work  results  in  presenting  information  worthy  of  con- 
sideration, it  amply  repays  me  for  the  work  of  preparing  these 
remarks.  I  do  not  seek  to  induce  or  persuade  you  to  vote  either 
one  way  or  the  other  upon  the  question  now  before  us;  each  one 
should  do  his  duty  as  he  may  understand  it.  Personally  I  ar- 
rived at  my  conclusions  only  after  a  careful  study  of  the  matter 
in  all  its  bearings,  and  I  am  fully  convinced  that  in  the  near 
future  the  defeat  of  the  ordinartee  to  operi  the  Park  Boulevard 
will  be  considered  a  great  mistake,  and  one  which  will  he  a 
loss  to  the  city. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Mayor  also  presented  a  message  from 
the  Mayor  requesting  additional  appropriations  to  his  ofiice. 
{Appendix  No.  1-5 4--) 

Which    was    read    and    referred   to    the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Also,  presented  a  message  from  the  Mayor  transmitting  a 
communication  from  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works    requesting   authority  to   make  payment  to  Northern

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  the  amount 
appropriated  to  the  Bureau  of  Water  for  the  purchase  of  coal 
during  1894,'is  insufficient  for  the  requirements  ot  the  Bureau, 
and  it  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  make  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  ^75,000  to  cover  the  deficiency. 

This  deficiency  is  due  to  the  following  reasons :  First, 
139,137.31  was  taken  from  this  year's  appropriation  to  settle 
the  claims  for  coal  purchased  during  1893,  the  appropriation 
for  which  became  exhausted  before  the  close  of  the  year. 
Second,  the  increased  price  of  coal  per  ton.  Third,  an  in- 
creased pumpage  of  water  for  the  current  year  will  necessitate 
a  greater  consumption  of  coal. 

The  money  now  available  will  be  sufficient  for  about  six 
months  supply,  for  which  a  contract  has  already  been  entered. 

In  order  that  the  Bureau  of  Water  may  have  adequate  funds 
with  which  to  purchase  coal  during  the  entire  year,  will  you 
please  request  that  Councils  make  an  additional  appropriation 
of  ^75,000  for  the  purpose,  to  Item  2,  Bureau  of  Water.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Street  Cleaning,  to 
which  was  referred  the  following  resolution  passed  by  Common 
Council  on  Thursday,  April  5,  1894,  to  wit: 

Whereas,  The  destruction  of  the  City's  garbage  and  com- 
bustible waste  was  provided  for  by  a  very  largely  increased 
appropriation  for  the  year  1894,  with  specifications  requiring 
absolutely  that  all  garbage  and  combustible  waste  should  be 
destroyed  in  a  sanitary  manner  Avithin  the  City  limits. 

And  whereas,  It  is  well  known  and  understood  that  garb- 
age is  being  dumped  within  the  City's  limits,  and  also  being 
removed  on  scows  on  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  in 
violation  of  the  specifications,  and  to  the  detriment  of  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  community  ;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved  hy  Common  Council,  That  the  Committee  on 
Street  Cleaning  be,  and  is  hereby  directed  to  make  an  imme- 
diate examination  and  investigation  of  the  subject,  and  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  Councils. 

Respectfully  report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duties 
required  of  them  thereunder,  and  find  that  the  contract  to 
gather  and  destroy  the  garbage  and  waste  of  the  First  District, 
which  comprises  all  that  part  of  the  City  south  of  the  north 
side  of  South  street  and  from  river  to  river,  was  awarded  to 
the  American  Incinerating  Company  ;  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  said  contract  bound  them  to  gather  and  destroy  all  the 
garbage  and  combustible  waste  of  said  District  by  incineration, 
and  that  the  said  destruction  was  to  be  commenced  by  them 
on  January  1,  1894  ;  and  we  find,  on  the  authority  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Departments  of  the  City  Government,  that  the  said 
the  American  Incinerating  Company  have  complied  with  all 
of  the  conditions  imposed  and  required  by  the  terms  of  said 
contract. 

The  contracts  for  the  same  work  in  the  Second  and  Fifth 
Districts  were  awarded  to  the  Philadelphia  Chemical  Incinerat- 
ing Company.  The  Second  District  comprises  all  that  part 
of  the  City  between  South  street  and  Poplar  street  and  from 
river  to  river,  and  the  Fifth  District  comprises  all  north  of 
Poplar  street  and  west  of  Broad  street. 

By  the  terras  of  their  own  proposals  and  the  contract 
awarded  them  thereunder,  the  Philadelphia  Chemical  Inciner- 
ating Company  were  bound  to  gather  and  destroy  all  of  the 
garbage  and  combustible  waste  of  said  two  Districts  by  incin- 
eration, and  to  commence  said  destruction  by  March  1,  1894. 
The  Philadelphia  Chemical  Incinerating  Company  were  un- 
able to  comply  with  the  terms  of  their  bid  and  the  contract 
awarded  them  thereunder,  in  so  far  as  their  obligation  to  com- 
mence to  burn  the  garbage  and  waste  on  March  1st  was  con- 
cerned in  either  of  the  Districts  named.  The  Depa;rtment  of 
Public  Works  granted  them  an  extension  of  time  to  enable 
them  to  perfect  their  plants,  requiring  them  positively  to  com- 
mence to  burn  the  garbage  and  waste  on  April  1st.  On  April 
1st  they  were  still  unable  to  perform  their  contract  to  burn  all 
the  garbage  and  waste  as  required,  or,  in  point  of  fact,  to  burn 
any  part  of  it  in  either  of  the  Districts  named.  The  Phila- 
delphia Chemical  Incinerating  Company  have  been  and  are 
now  disposing  of  the  said  garbage  and  waste  in  both  the  Dis-

tricts  named  in  a  manner  not  contemplated  either  by  the  terms 
of  their  own  proposals  to  do  said  work,  or  by  the  conditions 
of  the  contract  awarded  them  thereunder,  but  in  a  manner 
which  is  a  direct  violation  of  both. 

The  contract  for  the  same  work  in  the  Fourth  District, 
which  comprises  all  that  part  of  the  City  north  of  Poplar  street 
and  east  of  Broad  street,  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Thomas  Gannon, 
who  was  bound  by  his  own  proposals  and  the  contract  awarded 
thereunder  to  gather  and  destroy  all  the  garbage  and  com- 
bustible waste  of  said  District  by  incineration,  and  that  he  was 
to  commence  to  burn  said  garbage  and  waste  on  March  1, 
1894.  He  was  unable  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  con- 
tract, in  so  far  as  his  obligation  to  commence  to  burn  the  garb- 
age and  waste  of  his  District  was  concerned.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  granted  him  an  extension  of  time  in 
order  to  enable  him  to  complete  his  furnace,  requiring  him, 
however,  positively  to  commence  to  burn  on  April  1st.  We 
find,  on  authority  of  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  City 
government,  that  since  Monday,  the  second  day  of  April,  Mr. 
Gannon  has  complied  with  all  the  obligations  of  his  contract 
by  collecting  and  destroying  all  the  garbage  and  waste  of  his 
District  by  incineration. 

The  contract  for  the  same  work  in  the  Third  District,  which 
comprises  all  that  part  of  the  City  west  of  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, was  awarded  to  Messrs.  D.  &  K.  Dooley.  The  Director 
of  Public  Works  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Street  Clean- 
ing informed  your  committee  that  this  plant  is  working  satis- 
factorily, but  that  while  it  is  unobjectionable  in  suburban  sec- 
tions it  could  not  be  operated  in  a  built-up  neighborhood. 

Your  committee  asks  that  the  above  report  be  referred  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  construction  of  sewers  in  Catharine,  Centre, 
Fifty-second,  Lena,  Sedgwick,  Seventh  and  Wister  streets, 
and  Stenton  avenue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Qommon  Councils  of  ihe  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be  authorized  to  construct  the  following  sewers,  in  ac- 
cordance with  plans  and  specifications  to  be  approved  by  said 
Department,  viz  :  On  Catharine  street,  from  Seventh  street  to 
Eighth  street ;  across  private  property  on  the  line  of  Centre 
street  from  Wingohocking  sewrsr  at  Cedar  lane  to  and  under 
the  Chestnut  Hill  branch  of  the  Reading  Railroad,  thence 
along  Centre  street  to  Wilson  street ;  Fifty-second  street, 
from  Columbia  avenue  to  Elm  avenue,  to  be  built  and  assessed 
upon  the  west  side  only  ;  Lena  street,  from  Wister  street  to 
Collom  street;  Sedgwick  street,  from  Chew  street  to  Germai)- 
town  avenue  ;  Seventh  street,  from  Dauphin  street  to  York 
street ;  across  private  property  on  the  line  of  Stenton  avenue 
from  the  Wingohocking  sewer  at  Bellfield  avenue  to  Wister 
street,  thence  along  Wister  street  to  Rubicam  street. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders  ;  and  it  shall  be  a  con- 
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dition  of  said  contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the 
sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the 
lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordi- 
nance, entitled  "  An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment 
upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or 
drains,"  approved  May  12,  1886,  and  supplement  thereto, 
approved  February  16,  1869  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  said 
assessment  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance, 
entitled  "  An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes 
and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers," 
approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  item  (for  branch 
sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  eight  thousand  (8,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  of  the 
sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  except  on  Stenton  avenue, 
the  undedicated  portion  of  Centre  street  and  Lena  street, 
until  the  streets  are  on  the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all 
the  properties  abutting  thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  : 
Provided,  however,  that  where  properties  are  assessed  at  less 
than  full  City  rates  and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened, 
he  may  advertise  and  award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a 
duly  executed  agreement  binding  owners  to  pay  the  regular 
assessment  charges,  and  provided,  also,  that  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  the  sewers  on  said  Stenton  avenue,  and  on  Lena 
and  Centre  streets. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  and  requested  to 
enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  in- 
demnify owners  of  private  property  through  which  the  sewers 
on  Stenton  avenue,  from  Bellfield  avenue  to  Wister  street, 
and  on  the  line  of  Centre  street  from  Cedar  lane  to  the  west- 
erly side  of  the  Chestnut  Hill  branch  of  the  Reading  Railroad 
will  pass,  against  damages  by  reason  of  the  construction  of 
said  sewers.

That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  advertise 
for  proposals  and  to  award  contracts,  as  provided  by  existing 
ordinances  and  laws  for  the  construction  of  the  said  bridges, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  drawings  and  specifications  to  be 
prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public  W^orks. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  directed  to  appoint  inspectors  as 
may  be  requisite,  and  to  pay  for  inspection,  transportation 
and  incidental  expenses,  charged  to  the  appropriations  for  the 
construction  of  the  said  bridges. 

Sect,  5.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
security  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  indemnify  the  owners  of 
private  property  who  may  be  injured  by  reason  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  bridges.

sioners at  their  room  in  City  Hall,  and  with  them  made  an 
examination  of  the  rooms  on  the  second  floor  which  had 
originally  been  intended  for  the  use  of  Councils ;  after  an  ex- 
amination of  this  floor,  we  were  conducted  to  the  fourth  floor 
on  the  north  front  of  the  building  and  shown  through  a  suite 
of  rooms  which  were  suggested  as  rooms  better  calculated  to 
meet  the  wishes  of  Councils ;  after  an  examination,  your 
Committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  rooms  on  the  fourth 
floor  were  decidedly  better  than  those  on  the  second,  because 
the  rooms  were  all  close  together,  afibrding  ample  space,  and 
giving  a  sufficient  number  of  rooms  for  the  accommodation 
of  Councils,  the  Clerks  of  Councils  and  the  Committees, 
being  higher  from  the  street  than  the  second  floor,  free  from 
noise  and  dust,  and  for  every  reason  better  calculated  in  the 
judgment  of  your  Committee  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
legislative  department  of  our  city. 

While  there  can  be  no  doubt  it  will  cost  considerably  more 
to  fit  up  and  complete  the  rooms  as  proposed  on  the  fourth 
floor,  your  Committee  would  also  refer  to  the  fact  that  it  will 
reduce  the  expense  somewhat  of  completing  the  rooms  on  the 
^second  floor  for  other  purposes  than  the  use  of  Councils. 
The  architect  of  the  Commission  gave  to  your  Committee,  as 
liis  opinion,  that  for  the  money  already  appropriated,  it  was 
possible  to  complete  the  two  rooms  designed  for  the  Council

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  herewith 
a  summary  of  the  report  of  John  M.  Collins,  Esq.,  Master  in 
the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Farmers  and  Mechan- 
ics National  Bank  and  John  Bardsley,  C.  P.  No.  1,  June 
Term,  1891,  showing  an  award  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of 
$52,468.68.  This  report  has  been  confirmed  by  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  and  in  my  opinion  no  advantage  can  be  gained 
by  the  City  filing  an  appeal. 

This  is  one  of  the  series  of  cases  for  the  recovery  of  the 
sums  of  money  growing  out  of  the  transactions  of  John  Bards- 
ley, while  City  Treasurer.  The  litigation  was  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Charles  B.  McMichael  when  First  Assistant  in  this  de- 
partment. He  resigned  in  August,  1892,  but  having  con- 
ducted this  and  some  of  the  other  cases  through  their  prelimi- 
nary stages,  and  having  made  himself  familiar  with  the  facts 
in  many  of  these  intricate  matters,  I  deemed  it  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  to  request  him  to  remain  until  this  case 
was  concluded. 

The  Master  has  filed  his  report  in  this  case,  and  before  ap- 
proving ot  the  same  I  desire  to  lay  the  matter  before  your 
body,  and  if  this  communication  can  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee  in  order  that  I  may  appear  before  them  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  to  get  authority  in  the  matter,  it  will  be 
vastly  to  the  interests  of  the  City. 

I  have  proceeded  as  far  in  the  matter  as  my  authority  as 
the  law  officer  of  the  City  will  warrant,  and  I  want  to  inform 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  details  of  the  matter  as  it  at 
present  stands.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  an  early 
date  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  as  the  time  may 
go  by  in  which  I  can  take  an  appeal  in  the  case.

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  MASTER'S  REPORT. 
Filed  April  14,  1894. 

In  view  of  the  evidence  it  is  not  clear  that  either  of  the 
claimants  in  this  case  is  entitled  to  the  whole  fund  in  contro- 
versy. 

The  City  claims  the  fund  on  the  ground  that  the  said 
$8,000  paid  by  said' John  Bardsley  for  the  2000  shares  of 
stock,  was  the  money  of  the  City,  held  in  trust  by  John 
Bardsley,  part  of  the  said  $30,000  drawn  out  of  the  said 
Manufacturers  Bank.  Proportioning  said  shares,  this  is  the 
same  thing  as  claiming  that  $3,000  of  said  $8,000  having 
been  the  means  of  buying  the  750  shares  of  stock,  then,  on 
the  theory  of  its  being  a  marginal  stock  transaction  the  whole 
proceeds  (say  $160,000)  belong  to  the  City:  /.  e.,  that  the 
$160,000  is  a  profit  on  said  $3,000—5,300  per  cent.  It  is 
plain  that  the  said  $3,000  alone  did  not  actually  make  or 
produce  the  said  $160,000,  although  it  may  have  done  so 
theoretically  if  it  was  a  stock  margin.  But  it  is  not  clear 
from  the  evidence  that  the  transaction  with  said  Bank  was  a 
marginal  transaction.  If  there  is  evidence  of  the  said  Bank 
— the  Farmers'  k,  Mechanics' — after  the  loan  or  purchase  was 
made,  seeking  protection  against  loss  on  said  stock  by  substi- 
tuting Mr.  Taber's  obligation  for  Mr.  Bardsley's  note  given 
to   the  Bank  at  the    time  the  stock  was   bought ;     on    the 
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other  hand,  the  President  of  said  Farmers'  &  Mechanics' 
Bank,  in  one  part  of  his  evidence  testified  (as  above  appears) 
that  the  purchase  of  the  stock  (1500  shares)  was  an  invest- 
ment for  the  Bank,  the  whole  title  was  in  the  Bank,  the  divi- 
dends were  the  Bank's,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.  If  we  should  assume 
the  latter  to  be  the  true  state  ,of  facts,  and  that  said  Bank 
insisted  upon  its  being  so  against  any  claim  of  Mr.  Bardsley 
to  participate  in  the  profit,  then  the  City  would  have  a  right 
to  recover  out  of  the  fund  in  hand  the  said  $3,000,  or  per- 
haps the  whole  $8,000  contributed  by  said  Bardsley)  if  it  was 
City  money)  with  interest,  but  nothing  more. 

For  similar  reasons  the  right  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
to  the  whole  proceeds  is  not  clear. 

For  similar  reasons  che  right  of  the  Bradford  Mills  Com- 
pany to  the  whole  proceeds  is  not  clear. 

And  the  right  of  the  Assignee  of  John  Bardsley  to  the 
whole  proceeds  is  not  clear  for  the  reasons  (if  for  no  other) 
that,  if  on  the  other  hand,  the  evidence  can  be  held  to  show 
a  marginal  transaction  in  respect  to  said  stock,  such  as  is 
alleged  by  the  other  claimants,  "hen  the  Assignee  is  entitled 
to  nothing  :  And,  on  the  other  hand,  if  there  was  no  such 
marginal  transaction,  there  is  evidence  to  show  that  the  title 
to  said  stock  was  never  in  John  Bardsley,  although  there 
might  have  been  an  intention  on  the  part  of  said  Farmers' 
&  Mechanics'  Bank  that  he  should  have  or  participate  in  any 
profit  made  on  the  stock. 

Also,  the  claim  of  the  Farmers'  &  Mechanics'  Bank  to  a 
bankers'  lien  is  not  clear  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is 
evidence  of  a  contractual  lien,  or  (diverso  intuitu)  of  the 
Bank's  ownership,  or  mortgageship,  of  the  said  stock  (the 
1500  shares). 

After  this  case  had  been  most  ably  and  elaborately  argued 
before  the  Master  by  Mr.  Gill,  for  the  State  ;  Mr.  McMichael, 
for  the  City  ;  Mr.  Hyneman,  for  the  Bradford  Mills,  and  Mr. 
Ashhurst,  for  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  National  Bank. 

Before  Mr.  Catherine  and  Mr.  Alexander  began  their  argu- 
ments, it  was  justly  suggested  that,  inasmuch  as  the  claiming 
parties,  together,  had  a  right  in  the  fund  in  hand,  they  could 
participate  in  the  same  according  to  an  ascertainable  and  rea- 
sonable ratio  :  And  the  master  recommends  the  division  of  the 
fund  hereinbelow  stated,  as  equitable  and  just.  By  this  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  will  re- 
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ceive  a  great  deal  more  out  of  this  fund  than  they  coukl  in  any 
other  discernible  way ;  and  in  ascertaining  their  respective 
shares  (  i.  e.  inter  sese)  regard  has  been  had  to  the  ratio  or 
percentage  ascertained  by  Mr.  Brown,  the  expert,  (as  above 
stated)  to  show  the  City's  and  State's  respective  ownership  in 
the  said  $8,000.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Further  defining  nuisances,  and  requiring  footways   and  gut- 
ters to  be  cleaned  of  snow. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadeljyhia  do  ordain,  That  the  following  is  declared  to 
be  a  nuisance :  To  permit  or  suifer  snow  to  remain  upon  any 
paved  footway,  in  any  street  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
more  than  six  hours  after  the  snow  has  ceased  to  fall  upon  the 
said  footway  :  Provided,  That  in  computing  the  six  hours,  the 
hours  between  six  P.  M.  and  six  A.  M.  following  shall  not  be 
counted  :  And,  provided  further,  In  any  case  where  the  foot- 
way, though  formed,  has  not  been  planked,  flagged  or  paved, 
the  clearing  of  a  passage  way  for  pedestrians  of  at  least  three 
feet  in  width  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  compliance  with  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupier  of  the  premi- 
ses in  front  of  which  the  pavement  is  situated,  to  remove  the 
said  snow  :  but  in  case  the  premises  be  unoccupied  or  occupied 
as  a  tenement  house  or  office  building,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  owner  or  agent  of  the  premises  to  remove  the  snow  : 
Provided,  however.  That  if  the  summons  issued  against  such 
owner  or  agent  be  returned  not  served,  then,  and  in  such 
event,  the  tenant  of  that  part  of  such  tenement  house  or  office 
building  immediately  adjoining  the  pavement  uncleaned  shall 
be  liable  for  such  penalty.  The  Avords  "tenement  house" 
shall  be  taken  to  mean  and  include  every  house,  building  or 
portion  thereof,  which  is  rented,  leased,  let  or  hired  out  to  be 
occupied,  or  is  occupied  as  the  house,  home  or  residence  of 
three  or  more  families  living  independently  of  one  another  and 
doing  their  cooking  upon  the  premises,  or  by  more  than  two 
families  upon  a  floor  so  living  and  cooking,  but  having  a  com- 
mon right  in  the  halls,  stairways,  yards,  water-closets  or 
privies,  or  some  of  them. 

Sect.  3.  There  shall  be  imposed  for  each  and  every  vio- 
lation of  this  ordinance  the  sum  of  five  (5)  dollars,  which  sum 
shall  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  name  of  the  City  before  any 
magistrate :  Provided,  That  when  the  length  of  pavement  un- 
cleaned exceeds  twenty-five  (25)  feet,  the  penalty  of  five  (5) 
dollars  shall  be  imposed  for  each  twenty- five  (25)  feet,  or 
fraction  thereof,  of  the  front  except  where  the  property  is 
assessed  at  less  than  full  City  rates  for  purposes  of  taxation, 
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in  which  case  the  penalty  shall  be  imposed  for  each  one  hun- 
dred (100)  feet  or  less  of  front  uncleaned. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  ninth  section  of  an  ordinance  approved 
the  23d  day  of  September,  1894,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  re- 
lating to  nuisances  "  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
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for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect  and  construct,  or  have 
erected  and  constructed,  and  maintain  iron  awnings  with- 
out wings  over  the  sidewalks  of  their  premises ;  the  said 
awnings  to  be  not  less  than  eight  feet  six  inches  in  the  clear 
head  room  ;  no  signs  to  be  displayed  thereon  except  the  names 
of  the  owners  or  tenants  of  the  premises  to  which  such  awning 
is  attached,  and  the  nature  of  the  business  conducted  therein  ^ 
and  the  said  awnings  to  be  supported  by  wrought  iron 
stretchers  and  posts  :  Provided,  That  no  such  awning  shall 
be  erected  nor  constructed  without  a  permit  from  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors. 

Sect.  2.  The  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  are  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  grant  permits  for  the  erection  and 
construction  of  the  iron  awnings  above  specified,  whenever 
the  said  awnings  do  not  interfere  with  the  adjoining  proper- 
ties, nor  injure  the  properties  in  the  square  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  place  such  awning  or  awnings  :  Provided,  That 
the  plans  and  specifications  thereof  shall  be  submitted  to  said 
Board  for  their  approval ;  and  the  said  permits  shall  issue 
in  all  cases  when  the  plans  and  specifications  are  approved :

Wrought  iron  post  not  less  than  9  feet  in  height  and  3 
inches  in  diameter  outside ;  said  post  to  be  set  in  cast  iron 
base. 

The  front  rail  to  be  If  inch  outside  diameter. 

There  shall  be  no  less  than  four  rafters  1:^  inch  in  diameter. 

There  shall  be  no  less  than  two  perlins  f  inch  outside 
diameter. 

The  corrugated  iron  to  be  used  for  the  awning  shall  not  be 
less  than  No.  26,  of  about  one  pound  to  the  square  foot. 

The  specified  strength  of  awnings  erected  in  excess  of  16 
feet  front  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors.

Whereas,  The  ordinances  granting  these  permissions  and 
the  contracts  which  have  been  entered  into  under  the  authority 
of  these  ordinances  specifically  provide  that  the  several  pas- 
senger railway  and  traction  companies  upon  whom  these  priv- 
ileges have  been  granted  shall  repave  simultaneously  with  the 
construction  of  their  several  trolley  lines  with  improved  pave-

AN  ORDINANCE 

Amending  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  regulate 
the  construction  of  frame  buildings,  fences  and  bay  win- 
dows," approved  March  28,  1894. 

Section.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Cuy 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  Section  1  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  construction  of  frame 
buildings,"  etc.,  approved  March  28,  1894,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "beginning" 
in  the  twenty-third  line  the  words  "  and  all  that  portion  of  the 
Twenty-first  Ward  lying  between  the  Wissahickon  creek, 
Wissahickon  avenue  and  School  lane,"  so  that  the  same  will 
read  "  Thence  along  Schuylkill  river  to  place  of  beginning, 
and  all  that  portion  of  the  Twenty-first  Ward  lying  between 
the  Wissahickon  creek,  Wissahickon  avenue  and  School 
lane." 

Also,  amend  Section  II  by  adding  the  following  words  at 
the  end  of  the  Section;  and  in  addition  thereto  :  "Any  per- 
son or  persons  who  shall  make  any  alteration,  construction  or 
removal  without  permit  therefor  first  issued,  or  in  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  who  shall  have  be- 
come the  owner  thereof  after  the  same  has  been  so  done,  and 
who  shall  omit,  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  the  same  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  to  that  effect,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  each  offence  the  sum  of  seventy-five  (75)  dollars,  and 
a  further  sum  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  for  every  period  of 
one  month  for  which  the  said  person  or  persons  shall  omit, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  the  same  after  the  expiration  of 
the  notice  aforesaid,  and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  con- 
tract for  the  erection  or  construction  of  any  building  or  other 
thing  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  ;  all  of 
the  aforesaid  penalties  to  be  recovered  as  penalties  of  equal 
amount  are  or  shall  be  recoverable  for  the  use  of  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — I  send  you  herewith  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Health  adopted  last  Tuesday. 

I  earnestly  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  securing  this 
appropriation  from  Councils  if  possible.  The  money  appro- 
priated last  year  was  made  use  of  in  special  sanitary  Avork  and 
the  result  was  that  a  threatened  epidemic  of  smallpox  was 
checked,  diphtheria  which  had  been  unusually  prevalent  the 
previous  winter,  was  restricted  in  its  ravages,  and  the  death 
rate  reduced  below  the  average  for  many  years. 

Year  by  year  the  necessity  for  this  spring  house  cleaning 
becomes  more  urgent.  In  many  portions  of  our  City  a  foreign 
element  has  located  and  they  are,  by  their  untidy  and  uncleanly 
habits,  subject  to  epidemic  diseases,  and  are  a  menace  to  the 
rest  of  our  citizens  among  whom  they  move.

In  my  judgment  no  better  investment  can  be  made  by  the 
City  than  an  annual  appropriation  of  even  a  larger  sum  than

Powell  has  subdivided  his  estimate  into  three  separate  items, 
as  follows :

Herewith  you  will  find  copy  of  estimate  in  detail. 

Conclusions  and  Recommendations. 

Taking  estimate  No.  1,  $278,890,  your  Committee  find 
this  covers  main  corridor  of  fourth  floor  and  the  fifth  floor 
corridor  back  of  the  Finance  Committee  room,  No.  496,  and 
rooms  402  Select  Counqil,  400  Common  Council,  496  Finance 
Committee  room,  403  and  405  coat  rooms,  405  Lavatory,  and 
room  497 — in  all  7  rooms  and  2  corridors. 

We  also  find  that  the  estimate  of  $278,890  includes  the 
marble  wainscoting  (similar  to  those  portions  of  the  buildings 
already  finished)  and  all  the  fine  millwork  intended  to  be  used 
in  the  final  finish  and  completion  of  these  rooms  and  corri- 
dors. In  the  aggregate  these  items  of  marble  and  millwork 
amount  to  $153,333.  The  balance  of  the  total,  |125,557, 
with  the  remainder  of  available  appropriation,  $13,009 — in 
all  $138,566 — being  the  amount  estimated  to  be  sufficient  to 
complete  the  above-mentioned  7  rooms  and  2  corridors  ready

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for  furniture  and  occupancy,  without  decoration^  and  this  being 
within  the  appropriation  ah^eady  made  and  sufficient  to  place 
Councils  by  April  1,  1895,  in  much  better  quarters  than  now 
occupied.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  the  resolution  of  Councils,  relative 
to  the  use  of  gas  appliances  other  than  for  lighting  purposes, 
I  desire  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  material  increase  jn 
the  consumption  of  gas,  since  the  reduction  of  price  to  $1.00 
per  1,000  cubic  feet. 
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The   increase   in   the  consumption  of  gas  in  the  month  of 
May  in 

lS92,over  1891  was  19,000,000  cubic  feet. 
1893  over  1892  ^as  21,000,000  cubic  feet. 
1891  over  1893  was  23,000,000  cubic  feet. 

An  increase  each  year  only  in  proportion  with  the  growth 
of  the  City. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  consumption  of  gas 
from  the  stagnation  in  business  ;  the  shutting  down  of  fac- 
tories, and  in  other  business  industries,  where  gas  is  used  for 
work  during  the  night,  or  for  other  purposes.  With  the  re- 
sumption of  business,  there  will  probably  be  an  increase  in 
the  use  of  gas. 

There  are  many  gas  stoves  used  for  heating  and  cooking 
purposes  throughout  the  City. 

It  was  supposed  that  gas,  at  the  reduced  price,  would  cause 
a  large  increase  in  the  quantity  required  by  consumers ;  anti- 
cipating this,  the  Department  recommended  to  the  Committee 
of  Councils  certain  improvements  to  the  gas  plant  of  the  City, 
which  would  permit  an  increase  in  the  manufacture  of  gas  at 
the  City's  works.  These  matters  are  now  under  consideration 
by  the  said  Committee. 

I  consider  it  of  the  first  importance,  that  facilities  shall  be 
given  the  Bureau  of  Gas,  to  make  gas  in  the  most  economical 
way,  that  the  City  can  furnish  it  to  the  public  at  a  price  which 
will  enable  it  to  be  used  for  fuel  and  other  purposes ;  an  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  distribution,  and  the  expense  of  a  per- 
manent corps  of  employes,  as  suggested  in  the  resolution,  are 
unnecessary,  and  would  increase  the  cost  of  furnishing  gas  to 
the  consumers.

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-committee,  to  which  was  referred 
"An  Ordinance  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  §40,500  to  the 
Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  for  the  construction 
of  a  nurse's  house  at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,"  after  hearing 
protests  from  a  large  number  of  property  owners  in  the  vicin- 
ity and  receiving  petitions  from  prominent  citizens,  some  of 
whom  are  active  members  of  Boards  of  State  and  City  Char- 
ities, also  of  such  eminent  scientists  on  Insane  as  Dr.  Chapin, 
of  the  Pennsylvenia  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Dr.  Horatio  C. 
Wood,  Dr  Beatles  and  Dr.  Roberts,  who  have  had  wide  aud 
extensive  experience  in  management  of  Hospitals  with  corps 
of  trained  nurses,  much  of  whose  views  and  judgment  are  em- 
bodied in  this  report,  would  state  that  they  were  amazed  to 
find  from  the  statement  of  the  President  of  the  Board  that 
the  amount  to  be  appropriated  and  expended  was  not  as  em- 
bodied in  the  ordinance  referred  to,  viz. :  §40,500,  but  between 
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175,000  and  $80,000,  which  in  their  judgment  and  the  emi- 
nent medical  authorities  referred  to.  and  the  protest  and 
petitions  of  citizens  and  taxpayers,  and  in  the  absence  of  any 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  buildings  to  be  erected,  deem 
it  unwise  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  so  large  a  sum  of 
money,  and  therefore  return  the  ordinance  with  a  negative 
recommendation,  but  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  be  directed  to  introduce  a  resolu- 
tion or  ordinance  in  Councils  asking  that  this  Committee  and 
the  Committee  on  Charities  and  Correction  take  such  action 
(similar  to  the  construction  of  the  new  County  Prison)  as  will 
accomplish  the  erection  of  buildings  on  land  now  owned  by 
the  City,  and  whose  acreage  is  ample  for  the  separation  of  the 
insane,  the  pauper,  and  the  sick. 

Your  Committee  further  report  there  are  really  three  insti- 
tutions combined  in  the  so-called  Almshouse :  first,  the  Alms- 
house proper ;  second,  the  City  Hospital ;  third,  the  Insane 
Asylum.  So  long  as  these  institutions  co-exist  in  one  enclos- 
ure and  under  one  management,  they  must  really  remain  one 
institution  ;  an  institution  to  which  the  tone  is  given  by  the 
Almshouse,  that  constitutes  so  large  a  portion  of  it.  In  other 
words,  every  insane  inmate  of  this  institution  and  every  un- 
fortunate victim  of  injury  or  disease  who  finds  refuge  in  its 
hospital  wards  becomes  of  necessity  tainted  and  branded  with 
the  mark  of  pauperism.  There  are  very  numerous  hospitals 
in  Philadelphia,  but  almost  all  of  these  hospitals  are  in  their 
infancy  and  have  comparatively  small  endowments.  They 
cannot  receive  the  sick  poor  of  Philadelphia  as  free  patients 
in  their  wards,  as  is  proved  by  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
Wards  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital.  The  man  who  is  injured 
in  making  public  improvements  or  in  building  up  the  fortunes 
of  the  great  taxpayers,  the  laborer  who  sickens  from  exposure 
or  other  causes,  must  often  of  necessity  take  refuge  in  the 
Wards  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital.  He  is  reckoned  among 
his  fellows  as  having  been  to  the  Almshouse,  is  debased  in  his 
own  esteem,  and  just  so  far  as  it  is  possible  for  an  institution 
80  to  do,  is  permanently  pauperized.  It  is  a  burning  shame 
that  a  great  city  like  Philadelphia  has  no  hospital  into  which 
the  sick  and  injured  poor  can,  without  let  or  hindrance,  enter, 
and  from  which,  when  restored  to  health  they  can  escape  un- 
tainted and  uninjured  in  their  own  self-respect  and  in  the  re- 
spect of  their  fellows.  Worse  than  this,  however,  is  the 
fact  that  over  one  thousand  insane  persons  are  crowded 
13 
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into  buildings  practically  unprovided  even  with  large 
yards,  where  they  can  saunter  away  their  hours  of 
enforced  idleness.  The  proposition  that  these  poor 
wretches  should  be  deprived  of  the  few  square  feet 
now  allotted  to  them,  that  the  City  may  get  a  few  dollars  to 
put  up  a  few  more  buildings,  is  monstrous  in  its  cruelty.  One 
thousand  insane  inmates  and  scarcely  ten  acres  of  ground ; 
sane  men  shut  up  in  masses,  without  occupation,  without  di- 
version, without  exercise  :  prisoners  without  hope  of  exter- 
mination of  sentence  ;  the  sane  would  of  very  necessity  under 
such  circumstances  undergo  mental  degradation  ;  thus  confined 
and  herded,  it  is  impossible  that  intellects  distorted  and  dis- 
eased can  by  any  possibility  or  to  any  extent  be  restored. 
Every  dollar  spent  in  permanent  improvements  of  the  group 
of  municipal  buildings  in  West  Philadelphia,  fixes  more  per- 
manently the  monstrous  union  between  the  pauper,  the  insane, 
and  the  sick  or  injured.  For  a  City  Hospital,  the  buildings 
are  beyond  what  is  needed,  and  by  proper  reconstruction 
could,  at  a  comparatively  small  expense,  be  made  amply  suffi- 
cient for  the  needs  of  the  people  of  Philadelphia  for,  perhaps, 
generations  to  come.  Outside  of  the  built-up  portions  of  the 
City,  upon  cheap  land  now  owned  by  the  City,  with  oppor- 
tunities for  work  and  diversion,  the  insane  poor  could  be  made 
less  miserable  than  at  present,  and  opportunities  for  restor- 
ation to  mental  health  to  all  be  afforded.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  return  you 
without  my  approval  thereto  affixed  an  ordinance  entitled 
"  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  opening  of  the  Park  Boule- 
vard from  the  City  Hall  to  Fairmount  Park." 

The  movement  for  a  Park  Boulevard  originated  with  a 
number  of  our  prominent  and  influential  citizens,  who  were 
actuated,  I  know,  by  an  honorable  and  commendable  desire  to 
secure  for  the  people  of  Philadelphia  a  proper  approach  from 
the  centre  of  the  City  to  Fairmount  Park.  On  November  6, 
1891,  your  Honorable  Bodies  gave  the  project  its  first  official 
recognition  by  passing  a  Joint  Resolution  authorizing  and 
directing  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ''  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  and  estimate  of  cost  of  placing  upon  the 
plans  of  the  City,  and  opening  an  avenue  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  wide,  more  or  less,  from  the  City  Hall  to  Fairmount 
Park." 

On  February  25,  18f2,  I  transmitted  your  Honorable 
Bodies  such  report  from  the  Department  prepared  in  accord- 
ance with  said  Resolution.  This  report  submitted  for  your 
consideration  three  different  routes,  that  therein  designated 
as  "  Plan  No.  3,"  having  the  approval  of  the  Citizens  Com- 
mittee interested  in  the  project,  and  the  estimated  cost  thereof, 
five  million,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-one  thousand,  eight 
hundred  ($5,721,800)  dollars,  being  the  lowest  of  the  three 
plans,  was  recommended  to  and  finally  accepted  and  adopted 
by  your  Honorable  Bodies,  you  directing,  by  ordinance  of 
April  12,  1892,  that  same  be  the  route  placed  upon  the  City 
Plan. 

The  ordinance  herewith  returned  directs  the  immediate 
opening  of  this  Boulevard  throughout  its  entire  length,  but 
makes  no  provision  whatever  to  meet  the  expense  which  would 
be  at  once  entailed  upon  the  City,  for  immediately,  upon  the 
approval  of  this  ordinance,  every  owner  of  property  thereby 
affected  could  make  application  to  the  Court  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Jury,  to  at  once  assess  the  damage  and,  as  most  of 
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the  properties  affected  are  of  such  a  character  that  their  value 
could  be  easily  ascertained,  awards  would  be  promptly  made. 
I  am  aware  that  it  has  been  stated  by  many  of  the  advocate* 
of  this  ordinance  that  the  payment  of  these  damages  could  be 
postponed  for  years  by  the  City  appealing  from  the  awards, 
but  while  this  may  be  the  policy  pursued  at  times  by  some 
corporations,  I  am  satisfied  that  upon  reflection  you  will 
agree  with  me  that  this  is  not  the  proper  spirit  in  which  a  great 
municipality  should  deal  with  her  people.  If  the  awards  of 
Jury  are  considered  fair  by  the  City,  payment  should  be 
made  at  once  without  putting  the  parties  interested  to  any 
unnecessary  litigation,  expense  or  delay.  Under  these 
conditions  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  this  Boule- 
vard would  have  to  be  paid  by  Mandamus.  The  City 
Treasury  would  be  liable  to  be  drawn  upon  to  pay  judg- 
ments entered  by  the  Courts  for  an  amount  not  only 
greater  than  ever  before  authorized  by  any  ordinance  in  the 
history  of  the  City,  but  also  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
total  amount  of  mandamuses  for  the  past  nine  years,  from 
188")  to  1893  inclusive.  The  only  time  the  amount  of  these 
judgments  ever  approached  such  a  total  was  when  the  land 
was  condemned  for  Fairmount  Park  and  then  loans  had  pre- 
viously been  authorized,  as  required  by  Act  of  Assembly  to 
be  made  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  and  paying  the  awards 
for  the  property  taken  for  Park  purposes,  thus  preventir.g  all 
the  complications  which  Avould  necessarily  arise  under  this 
ordinance.  The  Mandamuses  for  this  year  will  reach  at  least 
two  million  (2,000,000)  dollars.  This  will  be  the  largest 
amount  ever  yet  required  to  be  paid  out  in  any  one  year  to- 
meet  the  judgments  of  the  courts  in  the  history  of  the  muni- 
cipality. The  present  ratio  of  increase  in  Mandamuses  aris- 
ing from  ordinary  sources  if  continued  throughout  1895, 
together  with  the  Mandamuses  which  would  result  from  the 
approval  of  this  ordinance,  nearly  six  million  (6,000,000) 
dollars  additional,  would  have  necessitated  the  raising  next 
year  of  an  unprecedented  amount  of  money  to  meet  such  de- 
mands. With  a  tax  rate  of  $1.85  for  the  present  year  there 
was,  after  the  appropriations  were  made,  to  the  various  muni- 
cipal departments  for  current  expenses,  but  little  money  re- 
maining for  necessary  permanent  improvements.  In  fact 
many  of  these  improvements  had  to  be  provided  for  subsequently 
by  the  creation  of  loans.  The  amount  of  money  which  will 
be  available  for  appropriations  in  1895  at  the  present  tax  late 
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of  $1.85  will  exceed  that  of  the  present  year  by  only  about 
forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars.  When  we  contemplate  these 
facts  it  is  at  once  apparent  that  had  this  ordinance  been  ap- 
proved it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  secured  the 
necessary  money  to  carry  the  project  through  to  completion, 
except  by  an  increase  of  the  tax  rate  or  by  placing  the  finances 
of  the  City  in  a  complicated  condition. 

My  approval  is  therefore  withheld  from  this  ordinance  be- 
cause in  my  judgment  under  its  provisions  the  Boulevard  can- 
not be  paid  for  except  by  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  It  was 
never  contemplated  that  the  property  should  be  acquired  by 
condemnation  proceedings,  unless  ways  and  means  were  first 
provided  to  secure  the  money  when  required.  That  such  pro- 
vision should  be  made  was  also  the  clear  understanding  of  its 
projectors,  when  I  approved  the  ordinance  placing  the  Boule- 
vard upon  the  City  Plan, 

My  present  position  is  exactly  the  same  as  set  forth  in  my 
Message  of  February  25,  1892,  when  I  submitted  you  the 
plans  you  requested  and  finally  adopted,  and  is  the  same  as 
was  held  and  understood  by  the  original  projectors  of  the 
Boulevard  and  all  other  parties  interested  therein  when  the 
project  received  its  first  ofiicial  recognition  at  my  hands,  and 
is  the  same  which  I  have  maintained  in  each  of  my  subse- 
quent Annual  Messsages.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  state- 
ment of  monies  required  to  meet  deficiencies  in  the  several 
Bureaus  of  this  Department. 

The  deficiency  in  the  Bureau  of  Gas  is  caused  by  the  large 
amount  of  work  which  the  Bureau  was  required  to  do  in  the 
laying  and  relaying  of  gas  mains  in  connection  with  the  re- 
paving  of  streets  by  passenger  railway  companies  under  their 
trolley  privileges. 

The  money  required  in  the  Bureau  of  Highways  is  for  the 
purpose  of  continuing  the  repairs  to  paved  streets  and  for 
making  repairs  to  the  piers  of  South  street  bridge,  which  were 
damaged  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  heavy  freshet  in  May 
last.  To  place  the  piers  of  this  bridge  in  safe  condition  will 
require  a  large  expenditure  of  money,  and  the  work  should  be 
done  before  winter  sets  in. 

The  deficiency  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  is  caused  by  the  in- 
creased pumpage,  leaving  a  short  appropriation  to  the  item  for 
fuel ;  and  also  on  account  of  the  large  amount  of  pipe  laid, 
leaving  the  items  of  Maintenance  and  Improvements  to  Dis- 
tribution insufficient. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils  to 
consider  these  matters  and  make  the  additional  appropriations 
asked  for,  that  the  necessary  work  may  be  proceeded  with.

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly  approved  June  11,  1879,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  the  annual  detailed  statement  of  the  esti- 
mated receipts,  expenditures,  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  city 
for  the  five  months  from  August  1,  1894,  to  December  31, 

1894,  and  for  the  next  fiscal  year   commencing  January  1, 

1895,  together  with  the  customary  calculations  of  tax  rates  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  first  section  of  said  Act. 

Expenses  and  Lawful  Obligations. 

The  aggregate  estimated  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  year 
1895  amounts  to  $33,883,262.22,  in  which  are  included  the 
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lawful  obligations  of  $4,744,233.00,  and  which  must  first  be 
deducted  before  the  appropriations  to  Departments  can  be 
made.  The  balance  is  made  up  of  the  various  estimated 
amounts  furnished  this  Department  by  the  respective  Depart- 
ments and  Bureaus  of  the  city. 

They  do  not  originate  in  this  Department,  but  are  merely 
collated  and  forwarded  your  Honorable  Bodies ;  hence  the 
financial  condition  of  the  city  on  August  1,  which  is  based 
upon  approximate  figures  only,  may  have  a  decidedly  different 
showing  when  the  actual  results  are  ascertained  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  December  31. 

In  the  annual  report  of  this  Department  to  December  31, 
18'.J4,  a  statement  was  exhibited  of  the  settlement  by  the  State 
authorities  with  the  City  Treasurer  of  certain  claims  due  the 
city  and  in  dispute,  for  the  years  1890,  1891,  1892  and  1893, 
which  yielded  a  net  revenue  of  $2,106,409.38. 

The  receipt  of  this  amount  enables  this  Department  to  show 
a  handsome  surplus  on  January  1,  1894,  and  it  was  then  stated 
that  that  settlement  did  not  include  the  balance  of  the  State 
appropriation  to  schools  for  the  years  1890  and  1891,  amount- 
ing to  1445,428.23. 

I  desire  to  say  that  since  then  this  Department  has  received 
no  intimation  of  any  settlement  of  this  claim,  which  amount 
was  paid  to  the  then  City  Treasurer,  but  never  credited  to  the 
city. 


Mandamuses. 

•The  estimated  amounts  required  and  set  aside  to  meet  the 
payment  of  mandamus  executions  for  1894  were  $700,000. 
This  has  been  exceeded  by  $571,876.57,  making  the  sum 
already  drawn  from  the  Treasury  to  August  1,  $1,271,876  57. 
I  therefore  deem  it  expedient  to  set  apart  the  further  sum  of 
$700,000  for  the  remaining  five  months,  although  the  pay- 
ments may  even  exceed  this  amount  prior  to  December  31, 
1894,  from  the  fact  that  from  August  1  to  August  22  those 
paid  amounted  to  $307,728.21,  as  against  the  additional 
$700,000  referred  to.

I  have  also  estimated  with  the  lawful  obligations  and  de- 
ducted  from  the  amount  subject  to  appropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  mandamus  executions  for  the  coming  year.  81,250,000, 
an  increase  of  §-550.000  over  that  set  aside  one  vear  ago  for 
1S94.  and  in  this  connection  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies  to  this  rapidly  growing  liability,  and  the  tm- 
portance  of  providing  a  remedy  by  the  enactment  of  laws  to 
arrest  this  increasing  outgo,  which  in  my  opinion  cannot  be 
too  strongly  recommended. 

Funded  Debt. 

The  statement  of  the  fanded  debt  of  the  city,  submitted  on 
the  sixth  page  of  this  repon.  includes  all  of  the  certificates  is- 
sued by  the  city,  as  well  as  those  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund 
Commissioners,  although  by  a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania,  given  May  31  last,  it  was  decided  that  the  city 
securities  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund  should  not  be  considered 
as  a  part  of  the  debt  of  the  city. 

As  this  decision  somewhat  interferes  with  the  former  policy 
pursued  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission  in  anticipating  the 
redemption  of  loans,  as  they  are  to  address  a  communication  to 
your  Honorable  Bodies  on  the  subject,  I  deemed  it  advisable  to 
emit  any  comment,  and  for  the  present  not  to  alter  the  form 
previously  adopted  of  showing  the  funded  debt.

The  marked  falling  off  in  the  receipts  from  the  Bureau  of 
Gas  is  attributed  to  the  change  in  the  price  of  gas  from 
$1.25  to  |1.00  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  reduced  by  Ordinance  of 
Councils,  approved  January  6,  1894,  Of  the  amount, 
however,  shown  to  be  available  by  this  Bureau  for  1894, 
$387,053.74  has  already  been  expended  to  August  1st,  for 
repairs  and  extensions  to  Works. 


Deficit. 

By  a  comparison  of  the  actual  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  seven  months  to  August  1st,  and  the  anticipated 
receipts  and  expenditures  from  that  date  to  December 
31,  1894,  there  is  shown  to  be  an  estimated  deficit  of 
$597,659.56. 

That  the  City  would  be  confronted  with  a  shortage  was  not 
unexpected  in  vievr  of  the  immense  proportions  assumed  by 
the  figures  in  the  payment  of  Mandamus  Executions,  before 
referred  to,  and  the  falling  off  in  receipts  in  certain  Departments. 
Happily,  however,  a  greater  deficit  was  averted  by  reason  of 
the  unprecedentedly  large  surplus  found  available  at  the  close 
of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

I  have  given  due  consideration  to  the  urgent  needs  of 
the  many  Departments,  as  represented  in  the  estimates 
furnished  this  Department,  and  the  increasing  necessities 
which  compel  them  to  add  to  their  estimates,  but,  upon  a 
reflection  as  to  the  resources  of  the  treasury,  I  am  impelled 
to  pursue  the  customary  plan  I  have  heretofore  adopted  of 
deducting  the  amount  of  the  deficit  from  the  net  revenue, 
herein  shown,  before  reporting  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  the 
amount  subject  to  appropriation  for  the  coming  year.

The  amount  required  to  furnish  the  Departments  with  the 
appropriations  necessary,  according*  to  their  estimates,  would 
compel  the  levying  of  a  tax  rate  of  ^3.0U  per  $100  upon  the 
present  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  for  1895.  This  in- 
crease of  $1.15  over  the  present  rate  of  taxation  would  be 
highly  impracticable,  in  my  opinion,  considering  the  depressed 
condition  of  the  country  and  the  grave  uncertainties  that 
now  prevail  affecting  all  classes  interested  in  real  estate  in  our 
City  ;  also  for  the  reason  that  during  this  year  a  large  revenue 
has  been  made  available  by  the  authorization  of  permanent 
loans  to  the  amount  of  $10,100,000,  most  of  which  will  be 
expended  during  the  year  1895.  It  would,  therefore,  be  a 
source  of  gratification  to  our  citizens  to  feel  that  in  the  action 
of  youi  Honorable  Bodies  in  this  matter,  no  additional  burden 
of  taxation  had  been  placed  upon  them  by  a  departure  from 
the  precedent  of  a  $1.85  rate  established  in  1883,  and  con- 
tinued without  interruption  to  the  close  of  the  present  year.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  equity,  in  the  case  of  Francis  M.  Brooke, 
Jesse  Lea  and  William  L.  Supplee  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia, 
Edwin  S.  Stuart.  Mayor  of  said  City,  and  Thomas  M.  Thomp- 
son, Controller,  filed  May  31,  1894,  in  reference  to  the  right 
of  the  City  to  increase  its  indebtedness,  so  vitally  affects  the 
loans  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  held  by  ihe  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  is  a  matter  of  such  importance  that 
we  deem  it  advisable  to  submit  to  your  Honoi'able  Bodies  a 
statement  of  the  loans  due  and  payable  during  the  year  1895 
which  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  are  required  to  see 
paid,  and  to  respectfully  request  that  you  take  such  action  in 
the  premises  as  may  be  necessary. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  enter  into  'an  explanation  of  the 
details  of  the  sinking  funds,  as  you  are  fully  acquainted  with 
the  ordinances  and  other  matters  relating  thereto.  Councils 
appropriate  in  addition  to  the  interest  on  loans,  one  and  one- 
fifth  per  cent  per  annum  on  account  of  the  principal  of  the 
loans,  and  this  money  invested  upon  a  basis  of  six  per  cent, 
realizes  in  thirty  years  sufficient  money  to  meet  the  loans  as 
they  mature  :  that  is  to  say,  that  for  every  f  1,000  loan  paid 
the  City  has  only  paid  ^360,  the  ditierence  being  the  accumu- 
lation from  compound  interest. 

During  the  last  few  years  the  Commissioners  have  been 
compelled  to  invest  in  loans  producing  only  three  per  cent,  and 
four  per  cent.,  consequently  a  shortage  must  appear.  The 
moneys  paid  the  Sinking  Fund  Comu.issioners  on  account  of 
the  principal  of  the  various  loans,  were  considered  by  the 
Commissioners,  as  the  property  of  the  holders  of  these  loans, 
represented  in  the  various  sinking  funds,  and  as  it  is  necessary 
to  invest  these  funds,  they  were  put  into  the  bonds  of  the  City, 
but  we  are  now  compelled  by  virtue  of  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  to  conclude  that  these  loans,  using  the  words 
of  the  decision,  ..."  have  no  effective  decision  what- 
ever, and  having  been  once  paid  cannot  be  paid  again."    .    .    . 
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We  invested  in  these  securities,  believing  at  the  time  that 
we  had  a  pei'fect  right  to  sell  or  exchange  them  in  order  to 
meet  maturing  loans,  hut  as  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
practically  cancels  these  loans,  we  are  compelled  to  call  upon 
Councils  to  adopt  such  legislation  as  will  place  us  in  funds  to 
meet  the  loans  falling  due  January  1  and  July  1,  1895. 

Our  statement  hereto  attached  shows  loans  maturing  in  1895 

to  the  amount  of $6,702,000  00

Therefore,  should  it  be  decided  that  we  have  the  authority 
to  sell  all  these  bonds  and  securities  it  would  leave  a 
deficit  to  be  provided  for  of ^^SQ'i.b^S  29 

It  might  be  questioned  as  to  whether  we  have  or  have  not 
the  right  to  sell  or  dispose  of  these  accumulations  to  pay  off 
the  present  maturing  loans,  but  Ave  are  of  the  opinion  that  we 
should  sell  all  of  them  if  we  have  the  legal  right  to  do  so. 

We  have  no  hesitancy  in  expressing  our  opinion  that  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  prevents  our  selling  or  disposing 
of  any  of  the  City  loans  held  by  us.  and  that  some  other 
method  must  be  adopted  to  meet  the  loans  as  tliey  fall  due. 

Our  estimated  cash  balance  on  January  1,  1895,  is 
^822,683.00  to  the  credit  of  other  sinking  funds,  and  it  was 
our  purpose  to  have  purchased  or  transferred  the  six  per  cent., 
three  per  cent.,  and  four  per  cent.'s  to  the  credit  of  these 
loans,  and  use  the  cash  to  meet  the  maturing  loans,  but  if  we 
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have  not  the  right  to  dispose  of  them  to  the  public,  then  we 
believe  we  have  no  right  to  purchase  them  for  other  sinking 
funds.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1895. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy 
on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the 
assessment  made  in  the  year  1894  (except  such  as  are 
marked  agricultural  and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban)  a 
tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred 
dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1895  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz  : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
(22)  cents. 

Item  3.   For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 
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Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.   For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.    For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the' 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12,  For  health   the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13,  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality,, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents ;  and  said  amounts  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects,  subject  to  further 
direction  by  ordinance  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  to  cause  and  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate 
voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3,  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban"  Only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  eighteenth 
section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to- 
the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the 
first  day  of  December  and  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per  cent ;  and 
upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  per  cent. 
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added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from  day  to  day,  in 
large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  tax  office,  the 
amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordinance.  And  all 
ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent  herewith  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Pine  street,  repaved  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance  approved  March  11,  1891,  providing  for  grass  plots 
and  planting  of  trees  along  the  sidewalks  of  the  streets  and 
avenues  of  the  City  :  Provided,  That  where  the  streets  named 
herein  are  of  a  less  width  than  seventy  feet  the  width  of  the 
cartway,  grass  plot  and  sidewalk  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  of  property  over  and  through 
which  the  following  streets  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice  said  streets  will  be 
required  for  public  use,  viz  :  Evergreen  avenue,  from  Ger- 
mantown  avenue  to  Prospect  avenue :  Provided,  That  the 
owners  of  property  in  the  vicinity  of  said  avenue  first  file 
with  the  City  Solicitor  a  satisfactory  agreement  or  bond 
indemnifying  the  City  against  all  damages  in  excess  of  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars;  Fairview  avenue,  from 
Thirty-fourth  to  Thirty-fifth  street,  and  Thirty-seventh  avenue 
south,  from  Meadow  to  Otsego  street;  Provided,  That  the 
owners  of  property  in  the  vicinity  of  said  avenues  first  file 
with  the  City  Solicitor  a  satisfactory  agreement  or  bond 
indemnifying  the  City  against  all  damages  by  reason  of  the 
opening  of  said  avenues. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  bond  or  agreement  pro- 
vided for  in  the  first  section,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which 
may  be  assessed  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  streets  ;

eastern  sections  of  the  city,  and  to  report  same  at  his  earliest 
convenience. 
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
